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Accused Charity Thief Arrested

A woman who is accused 
of stealing an estimated 
$8,000 in change from the 
AIDS Emergency Fund’s 
Pennies Project cash collec¬ 
tion jars in 1990, and who 
then fled the state, entered a 
guilty plea to grand theft and 
fraud charges last week. 

Charline Elaine McCain, 
who allegedly embezzled the 
funds over a four-month peri¬ 
od while she was a member 
of the AEF and in charge of 
the Pennies Project, made the 
guilty plea in San Francisco 
Superior Court on January 7. 

McCain, 40, also pleaded 
guilty to stealing more than 
$20,000 in funds belonging to 


Ceatrice Polite Apartments, a 
South of Market low-income 
housing project where she 
had been a residential manag- 
er. 

McCain was arrested in 
Lexington, Kentucky, during 
a routine stop for a traffic vi¬ 
olation last October and ex¬ 
tradited to San Francisco for 
trial. 

A warrant for her arrest 
had been issued after the 
AEF filed charges against 
her. 

She remains in jail in lieu 
of $50,000 bail, pending sen¬ 
tencing on January 29. 

Some of the proceeds that 
McCain pleaded guilty to 
stealing were allegedly used 
as a down payment for a jew¬ 


elry store on Union Street 
that her former boyfriend op¬ 
erated. 

McCain convinced Michael 
Vaelerio, the founder of Fol¬ 
som Street Fair and the pres¬ 
ident of the South Of Market 
Merchants and Individual 
Lifestyle Events, to drive her 
to Texas under the ruse that 
she was pregnant and needed 
to return home to her father, 
but a few days after she ar¬ 
rived home, she vanished. 

It was later discovered that 
she left several bags of pen¬ 
nies behind in her apartment, 
but the more valuable coins 
and paper money that had 
been donated had been taken 
— presumably to Texas. ▼

Man Goes AWOL To Care For 
Dying Lover, Faces Court Martial 


Former Parade 
Committee May Face 
Grand Theft Charges

A U.S. sailor who jumped 
ship to care for his terminally 
ill lover is in the brig at Trea¬ 
sure Island although no for¬ 
mal charges have been filed 
against him. 

David Carpenter was tak¬ 
en into custody December 8, 
1992 — more than two years 
after he left his post as a com¬ 
puter technician on the USS 
Callahan in August 1990. 

Carpenter said he left the 
ship to care for his lover of 
ten years, Leslie Allen Hamil¬ 
ton, who was dying of AIDS. 

Lieutenant Carrie Stephens, 
Carpenter’s legal counsel, said 
that the Navy must make for¬ 
mal charges against Carpen¬ 
ter within 90 days. The case 
could be resolved through a 


court martial or through “oth¬ 
er avenues” that Stephens de¬ 
clined to discuss with the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Stephens said that Carpen¬ 
ter hadn’t been charged yet 
because his service record 
could not be immediately lo¬ 
cated. 

“It’s not unusual that a per¬ 
son is put in pre-trial incarcer¬ 
ation if it’s felt that the per¬ 
son is going to flee,” Stephens 
said. “In the case of an unau¬ 
thorized absence, it’s not un¬ 
usual that he would be in the 
brig.” 

After he jumped ship, Car¬ 
penter went to Vallejo to live 
with Hamilton, who required 
24-hour-a-day care, Carpenter 
said. Hamilton’s parents had 
refused to help their son, Car¬ 
penter said, and Hamilton 


had no once else to care for 
him. 

Audrey Nitta, a spokesper¬ 
son for Kaiser Permanente 
Medical Center in Vallejo, 
confirmed to the B.A.R. that 
Hamilton was a patient in 
Kaiser Permanente’s hospice 
from March 1991 until July 
1991. Nitta said that hospice 
patients must have personal 
caregivers in order to partici¬ 
pate. 

“It was horrible,” Carpen¬ 
ter told the B.A.R. in a tele¬ 
phone interview from the 
brig. “He had horrid bed 
sores... It was devastating 
watching this man that I love 
die. 

“This was not some fling. I 
had expected to spend the 
rest of my life with him,” he

The San Francisco District 
Attorney’s office has been 
asked to review a complaint 
filed by the San Francisco 
Lesbian and Gay Freedom 
Day Parade Committee co¬ 
chairs, that $20,000 in funds 
from the agency’s coffers are 
not accounted for. 

“There may have been fis¬ 
cal improprieties and we’ve 
asked the District Attorney’s 
office to determine this. The 
financial records have been 
left in a real shambles,” said 
co-chair Ggreg Taylor. 

“There was no running 
checking account, no reconcil¬ 
iations, and some deposits not 
recorded,” he alleged. “Some 
cash expenses are out of 
hand. It’s more than a book¬ 
keeping problem,” he said. 

The agency has a money 
market fund, two checking ac¬ 
counts, and three credit cards. 

The financial mess was 
discovered “within the last 
couple of weeks” according to 
co-chair Marsha Levine. 

Levine said that the agen¬ 
cy has gone to the District At¬ 
torney in order to have the 
matter reviewed and that 
there could be “potential pros¬ 
ecution” arising from the 
financial disarray. 


“We aren’t going to stand 
for this anymore. Ggreg and I 
had talked about having a 
press conference to let every¬ 
body know about it,” she said. 

The co-chairs have dis¬ 
closed the problem publicly, 
Taylor said, because “we are 
fiscally responsible” and they 
will “not allow the parade 
committee to 'be run by a 
clique of friends and not like 
a business.” 

The parade has an annual 
budget of more than $250,000, 
Levine said, and some of the 
funds come from the Grants 
For the Arts Hotel Tax Fund 
and the group will take steps 
to reinstitute fiscal controls 
established by former parade 
co-chairs but ignored in re¬ 
cent years, according to 
Levine. 

“We’re anticipating the 
complaint and will review it,” 
said Assistant District Attor¬ 
ney John Carbone of the DA’s 
Office of Special Prosecu¬ 
tions. “If there is probable 
cause to conduct a criminal 
investigation, we will turn the 
matter over to an investigator.” 

Misappropriation or theft 
of funds over the amount of 
$400 is grand theft, according 
to the the California Penal 
Code. ▼ 
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Bankruptcy

Orange County Gay Bashing 
Leaves Victim Unrecognizable

An Asian man is uncon¬ 
scious and in serious condi¬ 
tion after an early morning 
January 9 gay-bashing on the 
beaches of “gay-friendly” La¬ 
guna Beach. Police have 
charged Jeff Michael Raines, 
18, with attempted murder 
and a hate crime. Two other 
youths have also been arrest¬ 
ed in connection with the 
bashing. 

The incident occurred 
around 1:30 a.m. Saturday on 
the beach off Pacific Coast 
Highway in Laguna Beach. 
Police say Raines, a senior at 
Orange County’s San 
Clemente High School, told 
friends “let’s go down to 
Mountain Street to get some 
fags,” according to a report in 
the Los Angeles Times. 
Raines and three other 
friends left a nonalcoholic bar 
and drove to the popular 
tourist beach near three gay 
bars. 

According to Sergeant Ray 
Lardie, the youths walked 
along the beach until they en¬ 
countered Loc Minh Truong, 
a Vietnamese immigrant in 
his 50s, about 5-foot-7, weight 
about 125 pounds. One of the 
suspects confronted Truong 
with the words, “you [exple¬ 
tive] faggot...we’re going to 
get you,” according to Laguna 
Beach Police Chief Neil J. 
Purcell. 

Then, according to a re¬ 


port in the Times, Christo¬ 
pher Michael Cribbins, 22, al¬ 
legedly pushed Truong down 
and Raines, a 6 foot 1, 200 
pound football player, “start¬ 
ed kicking him in the head” 
against the rocks. 

“Jeff just wanted to get into 
a fight, and some poor guy 
was in the wrong place at the 
wrong time,” the third as¬ 
sailant, a teenager, told the 
Times. “It made me sick to 
think how badly Jeff beat this 
guy. I cried all day.” 

The victim was kicked and 
beaten so severely that he is 
virtually unrecognizable, La¬ 
guna Police Sergeant Greg 
Bartz told the local media ear¬ 
ly in the investigation. “He 
has severe facial and skull 
fractures. We can’t even de¬ 
termine his nationality.” 

“We still can’t tell who he 
is,” Dr. Thomas Shaver, direc¬ 
tor of the Mission Hospital 
Regional Medical Center’s 
trauma services told the 
Times immediately after the 
assault. “He might be Asian, 
but we can’t tell. His face is 
all stomped in.” He was later 
identified by matching his 
general description with that 
of the owner of a car parked 
near the beating. 

Truong is apparently mar¬ 
ried with four children. Mem¬ 
bers of the family say he is 
not gay. However, according to 
reports published in the 
Times, Truong was seen leav¬ 
ing one of the gay bars that 


night, and in 1987 he pleaded 
guilty to engaging in lewd 
conduct with another man at 
the same beach where he was 
attacked. 

“This is very, very tragic, 
and it’s an example of the lev¬ 
el of hate in this nation 
against gay and lesbian peo¬ 
ple,” Laguna City Coun- 
cilmember and former Mayor 
Robert Gentry said after the 
bashing. “As a gay man, I’m 
scared to death.” 

Gentry called for an emer¬ 
gency meeting of the City 
Council and on January 12 
with the School Board to dis¬ 
cuss immediately initiating 
sensitivity and cultural aware¬ 
ness programs in the local 
high schools. Gays make up 
20-30 percent of the Laguna 
Beach population. Heretofore, 
there have been only two 
recorded gay-bashing inci¬ 
dents in the last four years, al¬ 
though some local gays report 
incidents of harassment at the 
site of the most recent bash¬ 
ing. 

Raines is being held in Or¬ 
ange County Jail in lieu of 
$250,000 bail. Cribbins has 
been charged with assault 
with great bodily harm and a 
hate crime. The unidentified 
16-year old San Juan Capistra¬ 
no resident was charged with 
“obstructing an officer’s duties” 
after he allegedly “lied 
numerous times” about the 
beating, according to a report 
in the Times. ▼ 


LA Protest Draws Few 


Fundies, Results in One Arrest

The anticipated January 8 
assembledge of hundreds of 
Christian fundamentalists, 
praying to God that Presi¬ 
dent-elect Clinton would re¬ 
pent and reverse his plan to 
lift the ban on gays in the mil¬ 
itary, didn’t materialize in 
Los Angeles either. Instead, 
only 13 christains heeded Op¬ 
eration Rescue founder Ran¬ 
dall Terry’s call for a 100-city 
“prayer vigil” and showed up 
in the afternoon drizzle at Los 
Angeles City Hall. 

The fundamentalists, Con¬ 
cerned Citizens of America, 
were met by about 30 whistle¬ 
blowing, sign-carrying lesbian 
and gay activists who tried to 
drown out the fundamental¬ 
ists as they read statements to 
a few reporters on hand and 
to the approximately 50 riot- 
clad LAPD officers, ten of 
whom were on horseback. 

The demonstration and 
counter-demonstration 
seemed to run fairly much as 
expected — the Christians 
prayerfully putting up with or 
trying to convert the angry ac¬ 
tivists. At the end of the 
demonstration, as the activists 
followed the Christians to 
their cars, the police started 
using their horses to force the 
activists to step away from 
the fundamentalists. 

When Connie Norman, 
self-proclaimed “AIDS Diva” 
and director of public policy 
at All Saints AIDS Service 
Center, stumbled and talked 
back to the mounted officer 
who was pushing her away, 
she was suddenly arrested. 
Earlier she had been shouting 


at the police to seize the mace 
from Vietnam vet and Con¬ 
cerned Citizen George 
Brokate, who had threatened 
to use it. Norman was partic¬ 
ularly aware of the mace be¬ 
cause prior to the demonstra¬ 
tion she had called Operation 
Rescue headquarters only to 
have OR leader Jeff White 
tell her that he was concerned 
that some of his people were 
gearing up to get violent. 

“They pulled a Mark 
Kostopolis on me,” Norman 
said later, referring the the 
LAPD’s practice of singling 
out the assumed leader for ar¬ 
rest as if that would decapi¬ 
tate the group. But activists 
said the police were also in¬ 
terested in harassment. 

“After Connie got arrest¬ 
ed,” said David M. Smith, ex¬ 
ecutive director of 
GL A AD/LA, “I went over to 
Hillman, the arresting officer. 
[Stonewall Democratic Club 
President] Steve Martin and 
the reporter from the L.A. 
Times followed me. I asked, 
‘why was she arrested?’ He 
said, ‘I told him three times 
and he didn’t listen.’ I said, 
‘She is a she.’ He said, ‘it.’ 
And I said, ‘She is a she.’ And 
Steve Martin said, ‘She really 
is a she.’ He said, ‘Whatever. 
I’m not going to argue about 
this now.’” 

But Hillman’s attitude to¬ 
ward Norman was apparently 
not merely displayed in insen¬ 
sitive and indiscreet banter. 
After she was arrested Nor¬ 
man was taken to Central jail 
where, she said later, they 
“tried to force me to give my 
boy’s name before they would 
let me out.” 


Under a prominent sign on 
the wall urging the officers to 
be sensitive to the communi¬ 
ties they are dealing with, 
they nonetheless prodded her 
with “rude” questions about 
her gender-identity in a sup¬ 
posed attempt to check prior 
arrests. Finally she told them 
that indeed, she is a transsex¬ 
ual and has been for 17 years, 
“but you’re not getting my 
boy’s name out of me.” 

The police threatened Nor¬ 
man with spending the week¬ 
end in jail, she says, until she 
dropped the name of LAPD 
Deputy Commander Feders. 
Suddenly they dropped a 
charge of obstructing an offi¬ 
cer from performing his duty 
and only cited her with dis¬ 
turbing the peace. 

Norman is not sure 
whether or not she will file a 
complaint because of a “mag¬ 
ic moment” she experienced 
while in jail. While Norman 
was in the holding cell, the 
police brought in a young 
African-American woman 
who was “hysterical.” While 
they were busy “talking at 
her,” Norman said, the police 
failed to notice that the young 
women was hearing-impaired 
and terrified because she 
didn’t understand what was 
happening. Norman knows 
some sign language and was 
able to communicate with the 
young woman, who then rest¬ 
ed gratefully — and wearily — 
on Norman’s shoulder, she 
said. 

“Nothing’s changed with 
these police,” Normans said 
after being released. “It’s go¬ 
ing to take at least a genera¬ 
tion.” ▼

Fundies Chicken Out 
Of Their Own Protest

What was supposed to be a 
nationwide, lOO-city demon¬ 
stration against gays, lesbian, 
and bisexuals in the military, 
turned into a few right¬ 
wingers outnumbered or 
frightened off by queer 
counter-protesters. 

The January 8 rally was in¬ 
tended to protest President¬ 
elect Clinton’s campaign 
pledge to lift the current ban 
on lesbians, bisexuals and gay 
men in the military. 

But according to reports 
from the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force 
(NGLTF), only a handful of 
homophobes followed up on 
the rhetoric. 

In Washington, D.C. only 
six anti-inclusionists showed 
up, greeted by 50 counter¬ 
protesters. Similar lopsided 
ratios of homophobes to 
queer civil rights advocates 
were evident in Los Angeles, 
Houston, Seattle, Chicago, 
New York and Colorado 
Springs, according to NGLTF 
spokesperson Robert Bray. In 
San Francisco, the anti-queer 
demonstration never hap¬ 
pened. 

“We scared them off,” said 
activist Robert White, who 
was among about 150 San 
Francisco demonstrators. 
White, a 7-year Navy veteran, 
saw combat in the Persian 
Gulf and was honorably dis¬ 
charged a year ago after au¬ 
thorities went through his pri¬ 
vate letters and found evi¬ 
dence that he was gay. 

Alan Carson, a Queer Na¬ 
tional who helped organize 
the pre-emptive counter-rally, 
spotted two fundamentalists 
at the Federal Building. “One 
had a walkie talkie and must 
have radioed the others to 
cancel,” said Carson. “They 
were from the same group of 
people we see at all the anti¬ 
gay or [anti-choice] Operation 
Rescue rallies.” 

The fact that the rally was 
called for by televangelist Pat 
Robertson and Operation 
Rescue anti-abortion zealot 
Randall Terry worries 
NGLTF’s Bray. 

Bray expects the right 
wing to focus more of their 
energies attacking the lesbian, 
gay and bisexual community 
“because communism is no 
longer a target and they’re re¬ 
alizing that abortion is a los¬ 
ing issue,” said Bray. “They 
need some issue to rally their 
troops and raise money.” 

“Let this be a wake-up call 


to gay men who couldn’t see 
abortion as a gay issue,” said 
Bray. “It’s all related. It’s all 
about repressing people.” ▼ 
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Whose Demo Is It, Anyway?

A Queer Nation-led rally 
on Friday, January 8, success¬ 
fully turned back right-wing 
zealots who wanted to protest 
impending inclusion of les¬ 
bians and gays in the military. 
Yet, intentionally hushed pre¬ 
publicity of the event led 
some activists to label the 
Queer Nation organizers fas¬ 
cist. 

One activist, John Chides- 
ter, charged that the limited 
notice of the rally was intend¬ 
ed to censor different voices 
in the community and to cre¬ 
ate “designer demonstra¬ 
tions.” 

Alan Carson, a Queer Na¬ 
tional and one of the counter¬ 
rally’s organizers, called those 
allegations false and insisted 
that he wasn’t trying to ex¬ 
clude any person or group 
from the rally. 

Carson did say he purpose¬ 
ly limited pre-publicity pri¬ 
marily to word-of-mouth, and 
tried to make sure that the 
community newspapers, in¬ 
cluding the Bay Area Re¬ 


porter, would not report on 
the rally “too far in advance, 
in order to avoid tipping off 
the police or the Christians.” 

If the fundamentalists had 
known of the counter-demo 
ahead of time, Carson said, 
they might have changed 
their location without giving 
counter-demonstrators time to 
respond. Likewise, Carson 
worried that the police might 
have corralled the two groups 
apart, denying a face-to-face 
confrontation. 

In an interview with the 
Bay Area Reporter, Carson 
said that he didn’t own the 
event and that he helped or¬ 
ganize the rally to fight for 
his freedom. 

“Freedom is something 
you have to constantly de¬ 
fend,” said Carson. “That was 
what our country was found¬ 
ed on, and that’s why we 
were there — sort of a queer 
patriotism.” 

Estimating that a more 
concerted publicity effort 
would have added only about 
100 more demonstrators, Car- 
son said his quiet tactic was 


all part of a “cat and mouse 
game” played by both the 
queer and fundamentalists 
groups. 

Chidester disagreed, and 
said that more publicity could 
have brought upwards of 
1,000 protesters who would 
have been more inclusive of 
all of San Francisco. 

“This should have been 
something that wasn’t just for 
queers, but community-wide,” 
said Chidester. “If [the right 
wingersj can target us, they 
can target everyone. And Har¬ 
vey [Milk] always said we all 
go, or we don’t go.” 

The charges that Queer 
Nation was trying to limit 
voices in the community 
comes as ironic. More conser¬ 
vative and moderate groups 
in the lesbian, gay, and bisex¬ 
ual community have long 
tried to push Queer Nation 
and ACT UP aside, accusing 
them of distracting from the 
issues and being too “in-your- 
face” to win sympathy from 
liberal and moderate hetero¬ 
sexuals. ▼ 
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New MCC HIV Program 
Director Aims To Keep Hope Alive

On January 10, the 
Metropolitan Community 
Church installed Ed Wolf as 
HIV program director at its 
11 a.m. service. The newly 
created position is an expan¬ 
sion of MCC San Francisco’s 
HIV program and a renewal 
of its commitment to serve 
lesbians, gay men, and HIV 
communities, according to 
Paul Vierra, the church’s of¬ 
fice manager. 

“Coming here week after 
week and having to make an¬ 
nouncements about our mem¬ 
bers who have left us points 
to. the need for this position,” 
said Associate Pastor Rev¬ 
erend Sharna J. Sutherin, fol¬ 
lowing a tribute to a long¬ 
time member who had just 
died of complications from 
AIDS. 

Previously, Wolf worked 
for the Shanti Project, both as 
a counselor on Ward 5A at 
San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal and as a volunteer coordi¬ 
nator in the Emotional Sup¬ 
port Program. He became the 
assistant director of Shanti’s 
volunteer program in 1990 
and currently coordinates the 
HIV volunteer program at 
California-Pacific Medical 
Center. 

Following his installation 
by Reverend Jim Mitulski, 
Wolf asked the congregation 
to maintain hope while facing 
the AIDS epidemic. “I ac¬ 
knowledge that with 10,000 
deaths in this city and 12 
years into this disease, hope 
can be difficult,” he said. 

“There are so many work¬ 
shops on stress, self-care, and 
humor but there are none on 
hope. The obstacle to hope is 
opening up,” Wolf said. “And 


as painful as it is to open up, 
with all the grief we are expe¬ 
riencing, we need to stay 
open and we need to have 
hope. 

“When I think of hope, I 
see Jessie Jackson saying, 
‘Keep hope alive,’ and that is 
what we must do. We must 
come here and create a place 
where we can keep hope 
alive.” 

Wolf said he is honored to 
be a part of MCC’s vision, “a 
vision that sees one’s spiritual 
perspective, no matter what 
form it takes, as a vital part of 
coping with the question of 
how to live and love fully 
during the epidemic.” 

Vierra said that Wolf will 
be increasing the number of 
support groups the church of¬ 
fers. Currently groups are of¬ 
fered for men and women 


with HIV/AIDS and other 
chronic illnesses. 

By early 1993, the church’s 
HIV program is also to in¬ 
clude grief groups for care¬ 
givers and survivors, and sup¬ 
port groups for HIV-negative 
men and couples. 

According to Vierra, sup¬ 
port groups at MCC encour¬ 
age participants to explore 
their own spiritual beliefs in 
light of the epidemic. 

MCC San Francisco was 
founded in 1970 and has been 
providing programs and Sun¬ 
day services in its Castro loca¬ 
tion since 1979. The church is 
located at 150 Eureka and of¬ 
fers Sunday services at 9 a.m., 
11 a.m. and 7 p.m. For more

Dolores Street Baptist 
Cuts Ties With Mother Church

The congregation of Do¬ 
lores Street Baptist Church, 
the city’s oldest Southern 
Baptist Church, has with¬ 
drawn as a member of the 
Southern Baptist Convention, 
over the 14.5 million member 
denomination’s anti-gay poli¬ 
cies. 

The church voted to with¬ 
draw from the nation’s largest 
Protestant denomination be¬ 
cause it expects the national 
body to adopt a policy in June 
that would exclude any 
church that would “affirm, ap¬ 
prove or endorse homosexual 
behavior.” 

Dolores Street Baptist was 
thrown out of local and state 
regional Baptist associations 
for its 1981 decision to wel¬ 
come lesbians and gays as ac¬ 
tive members of the congre¬ 
gation and its ministry. 

The church lost more than 
$45,000 a year in denomina¬ 
tional support for that deci¬ 
sion 

The decision of the congre¬ 
gation to withdraw also is a 
statement of support for the 
congregations of Pullin 
Memorial Baptist Church and

expelled for licensing a gay 
man as a minister and for 
conducting a holy union for a 
gay male couple. 

The 1992 expulsion of the 
congregations was the first 
time in the 148-year history of 
the Southern Baptist Conven¬ 
tion that a church had ever 
been disfellowshipped. 

“Up to now, there has al¬ 
ways been room in the SBC 
for a variety of perspectives 
and viewpoints on complex 
social and ethical issues,” said 
DSBC pastor Marilyn 
Chilcote. 

Although the church has 
continued to send the national 


denomination an annual mis¬ 
sions offering, the severing of 
ties, while painful for some of 
the congregation, is also a 
“symbolic statement of sup¬ 
port for the churches,” said 
former pastor Jim Lowder. 

Lowder is now the direc¬ 
tor of Dolores Street Commu¬ 
nity Center, an independent 
nonprofit group that emerged 
from the church’s outreach to 
the neighborhood. 

Among the programs of 
DSBC are a homeless shelter 
for refugees; meeting space 
for the First Mennonite 
Church; meeting space for 
Dignity, a gay Roman 
Catholic group; and Hope 
House, a residential facility 
for people with AIDS that is 
now under construction. 

The group will remain an 
independent Baptist congrega¬ 
tion but there is discussion 
about affiliating with the 
American Baptist Convention, 
a more liberal Baptist denom¬ 
ination, although Chilcote ac¬ 
knowledged there “is some 
opposition” in the denomina¬ 
tion to the church’s member¬ 
ship because of its support for 
lesbians and gays. 

DSBC is not dependent on 
any funds from the denomina¬ 
tion and owns its own proper¬

Wild About Harry... 
And Harvey And...

Last week I sent out a 
memo to the mayor’s staff. As 
always, I reminded staffers 
who wanted more informa¬ 
tion to call me at 554-5145. 
The next day, Ann Kronen- 
berg, the director of the May¬ 
or’s Office of Juvenile Justice, 
stopped me in the hall to say, 
“Jean, the phone number on 
your memo was so familiar to 
me. When I tried to call you I 
got Harry Britt’s office. I real¬ 
ized the number was Har¬ 
vey’s old number.” Anne had 
been an aide to Harvey Milk, 
as I had been Harry’s aide for 
the past six years. I had mis¬ 
takenly typed Harry Britt’s of¬ 
fice phone number instead of 
my number. 

554-5145 has been the di¬ 
rect line to City Hall for the 
Lesbian/Gay Community 
since 1978. 

On Friday, January 8, the 
new Board of Supervisors 
was sworn in at the Cham-

bers at City Hall. I had just 
taken a walk down the hall 
past Supervisor Harry Britt’s 
old office. My heart sank as I 
walked past the open door 
and stared at the empty walls 
in the small room. All the 
photos of Harvey, Harry and 
the last 14 years had been re¬ 
moved. Gone were the photos 
of George Moscone and Har¬ 
vey; Harry and Dolores Huer¬ 
ta; Bill Kraus and Tim Wol- 
fred in a crowd scene; the 
Reverend Jesse Jackson, Har¬ 
ry and myself; the Boycott 
Grapes posters. The walls 
that had been covered with 
memories, victories, struggles 
and pain were bare. 

Across the hall in the of¬ 
fice where Harvey was assas¬ 
sinated, my friend and former 
office mate Rick Ruvolo’s 
things were gone and his of¬ 
fice was also empty. Until 


that moment, I had not let 
myself admit or feel my loss 
and loneliness over the reality 
that a path in the movement 
had come to a sharp bend. As 
the torch had been passed to 
Harvey, then carried through 
Harry, it passes once again. 

Next door, my old office 
was also bare. The ACT UP 
and Queer Nation stickers 
that had been plastered all 
over my front door, the ones 
that annoyed Supervisor 
Kennedy every time she 
walked by, were gone. The 
Domestic Partners house sign 
that was a constant reminder 
of our victory of the Lavender 
Sweep, and all the photos of 
Judge Donna Hitchens, Judge 
Mary Morgan, Judge Herb 
Donaldson, Tim Wolfred, 
Tom Ammiano, Angie Fa, 
Supervisors Carole Migden 
and Roberta Achtenberg — all 
gone. The photos of the mem¬ 
bers of Harvey Milk Les¬ 
bian/Gay Democratic Club, 
Queer Nation, the lesbian/gay 
teachers, doctors, lawyers, 
and others responsible for 
pushing a lesbian/gay youth 
support program through the 
School Board were gone. 

Nothing remained in the 
suite of offices where so 
much of our history as a com¬ 
munity had been birthed ex¬ 
cept white painted walls with 
chairs, a desk, and a phone; 
number 554-5145. 

I walked into the City Hall 
Chambers and took a seat in 
the mayor’s staff box. My 
eyes searched the Chambers 
for Harry. I could feel the 
tears welling. Sitting directly 
in front of me was lesbian Su¬ 
pervisor Carole Midgen, sit¬ 
ting close by was gay 
Comptroller Ed Harrington. I 
looked out into the Chambers 
and recognized gay and les¬ 
bian aides to supervisors. I 
saw Lester Olmsted Rose, 
Kelly Hayden, Steve Kawa, 
John Paul Samaha, T.J. An¬ 
thony, Nancy Kitz, Tom 
Cooper, Zoon Nguyen, Dana 


Moffett Field Rally 
Planned for Saturday

Moffett Field Naval Air 
Station in Mt. View will be 
the site of a gay rights rally 
January 16 in support of end¬ 
ing the ban on lesbian and 
gay service personnel. 

The locale was specifically 
chosen because it is where 
Navy Chief Petty Officer Kei¬ 
th Meinhold was stationed 
last year, and where he was 
ordered discharged after he 
revealed his sexual orienta¬ 
tion on national television. 
Meinhold was later reinstated 
by federal court order, and is 
again working at Moffett 
Field, pending the results of a 
lawsuit he has filed to chal¬ 
lenge the ban. 

“I think this is probably 
the most important issue for 
the gay community because 
of its symbolic value,” said 
Dan Halpern, a rally organiz¬ 
er, “besides being important 
for the gays and lesbians who 


are already serving their 
country in the military.” 

The rally is endorsed by 
the San Francisco chapter of 
the National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force and the Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation. 

Halpern said that the rally 
was called because President 
Clinton’s promise to lift Ahe 
ban on homosexuals in the 
service is facing political op¬ 
position, “and we need to 
show that there is political 
support. 

“When you say that you 
can’t fight for your country 
it’s also saying you are a sec¬ 
ond class person,” he said. 

The hour-long rally will be 
held at the Moffett Field 
Main Gate, beginning at 11 
a.m. For more information,

Dwight. Assistant City Attor¬ 
ney Ted Lakey was also in 
the Chambers. Kurt Barrie 
and I were there from the 
mayor’s staff. I smiled to my¬ 
self and breathed a sigh of re¬ 
lief as I realized Harvey must 
be flying over our heads smil¬ 
ing with admiration, pride 
and love. I didn’t see Harry 
but later he told me that he 
had been hiding in Supervi¬ 
sor Carole Migden’s office lis¬ 
tening on the squawk box. 

I realized it wasn’t just a 
day for the swearing in of the 
new supervisors or hearing a 
speech from the mayor. For 
those of us who are lesbian or 
gay, it was an evaluation of 
the long path that Harvey be¬ 
gan and Harry Britt led us on 
for 14 years. 

Harry Britt never spoke of 
himself as our leader but took 
the lesson he had learned 
from Harvey that he existed 
for the empowerment of the 
lesbian/gay movement. He 


humbly and quietly brought 
people from the diverse cul¬ 
tures and communities of the 
lesbian and gay movement 
into the corridors of City 
Hall; Carole Migden, Nam 
Ngyuen, Jim Rivaldo, Dick 
Pabich, Janet Lazam, Roberta 
Achtenberg, Melinda Paras 
and hundreds and hundreds 
of others. 

Together we have worked 
to accomplish so many things. 
Our community, with all its 
diversity, has forced the City 
of San Francisco to become 
the model for the country in 
responding to the AIDS epi¬ 
demic. With our own money 
and compassion we built the 
very first AIDS services from 
our very souls and blood. We 
are pioneering needle ex¬ 
change, condoms in the 
schools, AIDS prevention and 
education, and other practical 
responses. Our community 
produced the San Francisco 
Women’s Building, CUAV, 
LYRIC, GLOE, Lesbian 
Agenda for Action, and more 
than 300 lesbian/gay organiza¬ 
tions. 

Harry reminded us to 
come out with pride, dignity, 
strength, and passion; to fight 
for what we believe in, no 
matter how uncomfortable it 
may be for our families and 
friends — including our 
straight politician friends; to 
remember that we don’t just 
happen to be gay but the 
straight political system has 
to deal with us because we 
demand to be heard with our 
lesbian/gay voices. 

Fear and ignorance of les¬ 
bian/gay civil rights are alive 
and well in San Francisco; 
that was driven home to all of 
us by the Bank of America 
experience. We have not 


achieved our civil rights. The 
journey is a long one. 

Our promise to you, Harry, 
is a continuation of the 
promise that you made to 
Harvey. We will not go back 
into the closet, we will not 
stop pushing, we will not be 
silent. We will never end our 
journey until civil rights are 
held in the arms of all peo¬ 
ples. Straight politicians hire 
us not necessarily because 
they like us but because we 
demand it. Then they may 
like us, but not so much that 
they will appoint us to a va¬ 
cant seat, or groom us to fill 
their shoes when they retire, 
or allow us to run in a district 
that is our home. 

Harry has passed us his 
torch of political power in 
City Hall with a reminder 
that we have to keep up the 
struggle for civil rights for all, 
with lesbian/gay civil rights as 
a glowing visible part of the 
movement. His torch burns 
bright as it is passed. 

Harry Britt, friend, men¬ 
tor, our visionary leader 
taught us one other lesson 
that is sometimes hard to re¬ 
member: don’t spend your 
time feeding on our own. The 
religious right and sometimes 
our straight liberal friends 
would much rather we beat 
up on each other than on 
them. Our righteous anger is 
against the homophobia that 
surrounds us. It beats us, it al¬ 
lows us to die with AIDS, it 
allows our lesbian and gay 
parents to lose our children, it 
denies us the right to be lov¬ 
ing, caring human beings, it 
denies us our civil rights. 

Harry, my hand is in yours 
as we walk together up the 
path. I love you. Thank 
you.T

The American Way 

America is going back to war as the B.A.R. goes 
to press this week. Obviously, as was the case last 
time our soldiers were fighting against Saddam Hus¬ 
sein, lesbians and gays are there. Their commanding 
officers may or may not know it, but Pentagon 
queer spokesmodel Pete Williams knows damn well 
they’re there, fighting for truth, justice, and the 
American way — whatever that is these days. 

Some of the American way was stripped away by 
the Supreme Court again last week, when it ruled 
that fundamentalist meddlers have the right to de¬ 
prive women of healthcare at clinics that perform 
abortions. The fools in Operation Rescue, in other 
words, have a greater right to the doors of those 
clinics than do the women who need them. For all 
their prattling about lesbians and gays wanting “spe¬ 
cial rights,” it is the fundies who wanted — and got 
— special privileges; just another in a long line of tru¬ 
ly shameful decisions made by the Reagan/Bush 
court. We note that Uncle Clarence Thomas voted 
exactly the way he was told by the Bush White 
House, and assume he’ll get a nice big helping of 
Kibbles and Bits and a warm place by the hearth for 
it. He seems like the kind of person we would avoid 
being in the same room with at all costs, and cer¬ 
tainly no justice. We hope when Clinton needs to fill 
a seat on the bench, he remembers the name of Ani¬ 
ta Hill. 


Two Ugly Weeds 

A number of people have wondered why we keep 
such a close eye on Operation Rescue, since we gays 
and lesbians don’t have many abortions. That’s true 
enough, but as the photo of founder Randall Terry 
on the cover shows, the group intends to make us its 
next target, anyway. 

Moreover, it is important to remember that the 
anti-choice movement is steeped in sexism; its aim 
is less to protect children than to protect the status 
quo of women as second-class citizens. We think the 
issue is whether people have a right to their own 
bodies and morals, without being harassed by those 
who would seek to control something utterly be¬ 
yond their purview. We also think that such a belief 
is equally applicable to women seeking abortions as 
to same-sex couples seeking legal protection, mili¬ 
tary service, adoption, or the right walk down the 
street without fearing a life-threatening beating from 
some high school student who’s learned bigotry first¬ 
hand from his Boy Scout troop. 

Homophobia and sexism are two ugly flowers 
that grow from the same weed. We are committed 
to stamping it out wherever it tries to blossom. The 
Supreme Court’s decision, although dispiriting, will 
not stop those of us who maintain a strong love of 
freedom. 

Make no mistake: if we don’t support our friends 
in the pro-choice movement, and if we don’t see the 
parallels, we are sunk. We must learn from their 
worst mistake, believing a woman’s right to choose 
was inviolable, and take strength from their victo¬ 
ries. 

Fight the forces of darkness however you do it 
best: write a check or get out in the street and yell. 
In any case, involve yourself before the other side 
does it for you. ▼

Real Family Values: A Mother Recalls 
Her Gay Son and his Loving Friends 


Since the loss of my dear son, Mark, five 
years ago now, you can’t imagine the number 
of relationships we have acquired all across 
America. We hold hands with one another as 
parents and as friends to all of you. As parents, 
we have walked through valleys, and we too 
know pain. 

Know that as I walked the streets there 
with you, you probably didn’t even notice me, 
but I noticed you. I could feel your presence, 
and the Love and warmth you extend. No 
wonder he loved it there! 

You were everywhere! You waited on us 
when we shopped and ate out. You had us 
over for meals when we were too confused to 
cook. You came from the Shanti Project and 
Project Open Hand, and also from the San 
Francisco Band Foundation. You were there at 
Pacific Presbyterian Medical Center and came 
in from Nursing Services International. Mark 
was blessed with doctors and nurses who were 
not only technically excellent, but who demon¬ 
strated compassion and sincere concern for his 
well being, and all of you who went out of 
your way to buffer him from excessive stress 
and to help in any way you could, even on 
your “day off.” 

In my confusion, I perhaps often forgot to 
say “thanks.” Forgive me for that, and accept 
it now. 

I want you to know that I recently spoke to 
a class at the University of Minnesota in Min¬ 
neapolis. My lecture consisted of our experi¬ 
ence in losing Mark, the need for confronting 
homophobia, our government regarding AIDS, 


and prevention. I also relayed to them informa¬ 
tion about the study the Lutheran Church is 
doing on human sexuality and the Christian 
faith, which I recently read, and the fact that 
nowhere in the gospels did Jesus ever mention 
same-sex relationships, but talked a lot about 
how we should treat one another in our rela¬ 
tionships. 

As far as prevention, from my own personal 
point of view, I think we need to go a long way 
back, and start loving one another, and to stop 
worrying about how people became infected 
and rather start worrying about the people. I 
gave this and other lectures in the past, in 
memory of my dear son, Mark, and for all those 
who will follow him, hopeluily being a healthy 
voice for those who aren’t so healthy now. 

I’ll never get over losing him, and I remem¬ 
ber him most by his blonde hair and blue eyes, 
his great love for music, and his wonderful 
smile. And I continue to look for him in every 
crowd. 

Can you tell me if the neon star is atop the 
Christmas tree again this year at the corner of 
18th and Castro? That star was made and do¬ 
nated in Mark’s memory by his dear friend, 
Billy Flatte, who died this year. 

I wish we did not have this geographical dis¬ 
tance between us, so I could walk there with 
you once again, for surely I have left my heart 
in San Francisco. 

Know that I will carry each of you, along 
with my son, in my heart for the rest of my 
days.

1930s Germany = 1990s U.S.?

Colorado Boycott Justified 

The following letter was sent to The Wall 
Street Journal. 

Although the outrageous statements made by ex¬ 
treme bigots is certainly something to be concerned 
about, I am more frightened by the insidious ra¬ 
tionalizations provided by sopie folks who claim to 
be political centrists. What I am referring to is an 
editorial which appeared in your December 15 issue 
by Vincent Carroll of the Rocky Mountain News. The 
subject was an analysis of the attitudes and moti¬ 
vations among those voters in Colorado who voted for 
the passage of Amendment 2, a law which repeals gay 
rights ordinances already on the books in Denver, 
Aspen, and Boulder and prohibits any similar or¬ 
dinances from becoming law anywhere in Colorado. 

Based on responses to a survey — responses in¬ 
terestingly taken at face value — Mr. Carroll con¬ 
cluded that voters were net casting a homophobic vote. 
Rather he concluded they were voting against creating 
another “protected class.” Mr. Carroll placed the 
blame squarely on the shoulders of the nation’s civil 
rights establishment, not on the voters of Colorado 
where it belongs. He gave no examples of how these 
supposed “protected classes” have been created. 

If homophobia was not the primary reason for the 
amendment’s passage, why haven’t we seen grass 
roots movements to strike the specific naming of any 
group in civil rights legislation? Why are gays and les¬ 
bians singled out? These Coloradans weren’t being 
truthful in the survey for fear of soundinglike bigots. 

The only thing worse than the homophobia itself 
is the fact that so many like Mr. Carroll refuse to see 
it. The call for a national boycott of Colorado goods 
and services to protest this outrageous actions is cer¬ 
tainly justified.

Support United Way 

I am writing to commend the United Way of Santa 
Clara County for its recent actions in support of the 
lesbian, gay, and bisexual community.

Next Wednesday, Wash¬ 
ington hosts the first Demo¬ 
cratic inauguration in 16 
years, and the nation’s gay 
and lesbian community — 
which, it is claimed, cast as 
much as 80 percent of its vote 
for the Clinton-Gore ticket in 
November — plans to party 
right along with all the other 
Democratic Party celebrants. 
If you’re among the “consider¬ 
ably large” gay and lesbian 
contingent headed for Wash¬ 
ington next week (I’m told 
around 50 from San Francis¬ 
co’s gay and lesbian commu¬ 
nity are going) you’ll want to 
know the place to be next 
Tuesday night (the 19th) will 
certainly be the cocktail party 
being hosted by the Human 
Rights Campaign Fund hon¬ 
oring David Mixner, one of 
the country’s better-known 
gay political consultants, 
known to a lot of the gay/les¬ 
bian activists here; both Bill 
Clinton and A1 Gore are ex¬ 
pected to attend this party at 
the Hilton in D.C. For tix and 
info call (202) 628-4160. 

Inaugural Day, January 20, 
the Gay and Lesbian Victory 
Fund, the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force, and 
HRCF will sponsor a black- 
tie dinner at the Washington 
Hotel, followed by the “Trian¬ 
gle Ball” at the National Press 
Club; the Clintons and the 
Gores are expected at this gay 
and lesbian-sponsored ball as 
well. 

By far, the hottest ticket to 
next week’s Inaugural festiv¬ 
ities is a seat at the actual 
swearing-in ceremonies for 
the new president and vice 
president, but if you don’t 
have yours by now, forget it; 
there are 37,000 seats for this 
and they have long been 
gone. I’ll be watching the en¬ 
tire thing on television at 
home, but if you’re among 
those going to D.C. to make 
sure that Bush is indeed leav¬ 
ing the White House, take 
warm clothes and a lot of 
spending money (these might 
be Democrats taking over the 
Capitol, but none of this 
comes on the cheap), hope to 
hell your hotel reservations 
aren’t screwed up, and, above 
all, have a good time. Cele¬ 
brate, because I don’t care 
how you slice it, Bill Clinton 
and A1 Gore taking over from 
the anti-gay George Bush and 
Dan Quayle has got to mean 
life will somehow be better 
for this country’s gay and les¬ 
bian citizens.

People and Politics 

When the new Congress 
was sworn in last week, there 
were 47 women House mem¬ 
bers and six women U. S. 
Senators — the most ever — 
and Dianne Feinstein showed 
she’ll carry a lot of clout 
when she was immediately 
named to two of the Senate’s 
most powerful committees: 
the Judiciary and the most 
powerful of all Senate com¬ 
mittees, the Appropriations 
Committee. D.C. watchers 
said they could not remember 
a new member ever being ap¬ 
pointed to the Appropriations 
Committee during his/her 
first term. Barbara Boxer also 
got herself appointed to the 
important Senate Steering 
Committee, the group that ac¬ 
tually makes the committee 



assignments — and makes its 
members very powerful. 

Frank Jordan has been 
mayor a bit more than a year 
and in a recent Examiner poll 
matchup with 5 potential ri¬ 
vals, Jordan leads with 26 per¬ 
cent; new Board President 
Angela Alioto gets 17 percent; 
former mayor Art Agnos at 
15 percent; Speaker Willie

Brown gets 10 percent; Super¬ 
visor Carole Migden gets 6 
percent; Supervisor Kevin 
Shelley gets 4 percent — and 
the remaining 22 percent 
were undecided. This might 
not look very good for a sit¬ 
ting mayor, but there is a 
school of thought that it could 
be a lot worse for Jordan con¬ 
sidering the yearlong pound¬ 
ing he has received almost 
daily from the Examiner 
(which supported Agnos for 
mayor) and the city’s eternal 
budget problems. I wouldn’t 
count Frank Jordan out just 
yet, not this early, but if I 
were his political adviser I’d 
damned sure keep a wary eye 
on both Angela Alioto and 
Carole Migden. 

In Vermont last week 
State Representative Ron 
Squires, 41, very ill with 
AIDS, took his oath of office 
from a Brattleboro, Vermont, 
hospital bed; Squires, the only 
openly gay lawmaker in the 
Vermont Legislature, helped 
lead that state’s successful ’92 
drive for a civil rights bill for 
gays and lesbians. 

There goes the neighbor¬ 
hood: George and Barbara 
Bush haven’t even moved 
into their new home on Hous¬ 
ton’s West Oak Drive and al¬ 
ready the number of sight¬ 
seers has increased and the 
neighbors are already bitch¬ 
ing and want the city to close 
the street to outsiders. 

Those businesses benefit¬ 
ing from the ski season in 
Colorado would like us to be¬ 
lieve the boycott is flopping, 
but, in fact, they are really 
feeling the pinch. This week 
the National Association of 
Hispanic Journalists’ board of 
directors voted 13-3 to move 
their annual convention, 
scheduled for March, from 
Denver. The Hispanic Jour¬ 
nalists, several hundred 
strong, say they are moving 
their convention in protest of 
Colorado’s passage of Amend¬ 
ment 2; and locally, one of my 
personal heroes, Glide Memo¬ 
rial Church’s Reverend Cecil 
Williams and his wife Janice 
Mirikitani this week refused 
an invitation to appear at the 
upcoming Rocky Mountain 
Conference of the Methodist 
Church planned for Fort 
Collins, Colorado. 

Reverend Williams is one 
of the Methodist Church’s 
most prominent and national¬ 
ly known ministers, and 
many feel that his stand could 
ultimately lead to all 


Methodist groups boycotting 
the state. 

Meanwhile, on the other 
side of this issue, Steven 
Gooden, a Los Angeles-based 
minister who sang at last 
year’s National Republican 
Convention in Houston, is 
asking all citizens and Chris¬ 
tian-based groups to join, as 
he did, a group called ‘Back 
Off Colorado.’ The group 
plans to boycott the entertain¬ 
ers (Lily Tomlin is the latest 
big-name star to publicly en¬ 
dorse the boycott) and cities 
who have announced their op¬ 
position to Amendment 2. 

Incidentally, look for Pres¬ 
ident Clinton to issue some 
sort of ‘memorandum of un¬ 
derstanding’ within his first 
three months rather than an 
Executive Order to lift the 
ban against gays and lesbians 
in the Military. The MOU 
would have the same effect as 
an Executive Order in that it 
would direct the Secretary of 
Defense to carry out the task 
of lifting the ban. As one Clin¬ 
ton aide put it: “The Presi¬ 
dent-elect understands there 
are two issues here — he won’t 
waffle and he doesn’t want to 
expend a lot of political good¬ 
will upfront on this issue ei¬ 
ther.” It makes good sense to 
me — Clinton doesn’t need a 
fight with the military right 
after taking office, but he can 
still stick to his commitment 
to the community; smart pol¬ 
itics, and in the end we still 
get the ban lifted early in the 
new Clinton administration. 

California’s new senators, 
Dianne Feinstein and Barbara 
Boxer, say they will take 
turns recommending candi¬ 
dates to the president for the 
federal judiciary in this state; 
recommending federal judges 
and U. S. attorneys usually is 
the privilege of the “senior” 
senator and since Feinstein 
was sworn into office a week 
after the November election 
and in fact has seniority over 
Boxer, Feinstein says she will 
alternate with Boxer in rec¬ 
ommending prospective 
judges. 

Here we go again — appar¬ 
ently encouraged by the pas¬ 
sage of the anti-gay Amend¬ 
ment 2 in Colorado last 
November, the homophobic 
Traditional Values Coalition 
is planning an initiative for 
this November’s ballot that 
would “protect the heterosex¬ 
ual ethic.” The Reverend Lou 
Sheldon, who heads the 
Southern California-based 
Traditional Values Coalition, 
recently sent out a letter to 
hundreds of fundamentalist 
types warning that the “radi¬ 
cal homosexuals are on the 
march” and requested funds 
to finance a statewide initia¬ 
tive. “We have to launch a 
positive policy initiative that 
will send a message that 
grass-roots Americans support 
traditional family values; in 
the war for the heart and 
mind of America, this will be

a crucial battle.” Though the 
anti-gay fundamentalist group 
has not yet decided exactly on 
the wording of the planned 
anti-gay measure, the Sheldon 
letter states that a California 
initiative would aim to outlaw 
same-sex marriages, protect 
churches from gay rights laws 
and end what Sheldon calls 
the “promotion of homosexu¬ 
ality in public schools.” One 
prominent gay Republican 
told the Bay Area Reporter 
that the latest Sheldon move 
is only a continuation of the 
tactics used by the conserva¬ 


tive group to “totally take 
over the Republican Conven¬ 
tion” in Houston last August, 
and added that this planned 
statewide initiative is “actually 
designed to, first of all, gain to¬ 
tal control of this state’s Re¬ 
publican Party machinery .... 
This is in truth a carefully de¬ 
signed plan to use the anti-gay 
issue to take control of the par¬ 
ty machinery and hopefully, 
punish Governor Wilson for 
signing a watered-down gay 
rights bill at the same time.” 
State Senator Milton Marks, 
just sworn into another four- 
year term, must leave the Leg¬ 
islature at the end of this term 
and the jockeying’s already be¬ 
gun for his seat that will be 
available in four years; the lat¬ 


est rumor has Assemblyman 
John Burton running (in four 
years) for Marks’ seat while 
Supervisor Carole Migden 
goes for Burton’s Assembly 
seat. 

Also, look for John Laird, 
the openly gay former Santa 
Cruz mayor, to make a bid for 
the California Assembly in 
April. With Congressman 
Panetta going to the Office of 
Management and Budget in 
D.C., this will open up a con¬ 
gressional seat, with Assem¬ 
blyman Fahr the front-runner; 
that leaves a vacant Assembly 
seat —- so good luck, John (and 
isn’t all this speculation fun?)

Put This in 
Your Pipeline 



This is the basic task

When a friend asked me 
about the treatment prop- 
spects for recently infected 
HIVers, I experienced a mo¬ 
ment of brief but profound 
disorientation. It doesn’t usu¬ 
ally occur to me to take so 
long a view of the situation. 
My current T-cell count is ap¬ 
proximately the same as Dan 
Quayle’s IQ (around 40), and 
thus I tend to focus most of 
my attention on the end-of- 
the-pipeline treatments, drugs 
almost ready to hit the mar¬ 
ket. 

The pipeline of drug devel¬ 
opment can be seen as having 
three general parts. From 
start to finish, from the first 
time a treatment is consid¬ 
ered by scientists to the day it 
shows up in the pharmacies 
at Walgreen’s, usually takes 
about ten years. The early 
pipeline requires the most ba¬ 
sic science; screening or 
sythesizing the drug and eval¬ 
uating its potential in test 
tubes and rats. This period 
can take several years by it¬ 
self, but occasionally 
serendipitous short cuts oc¬ 
cur. AZT, for example, was a 
failed chemotherapy candi¬ 
date and began its develop¬ 
ment as AIDS treatment with 
most of its early pipeline 
work already completed. 

If it makes it through the 
early pipeline stage, a 
prospective treatment enters 
the middle pipeline of clinical 
testing for safety and efficacy. 
If it is demonstrated that the 
drug is a) not fatally toxic, 
and b) provides some promise 
of therapeutic effect, it moves 
into the final stages of re¬ 
search and marketing. Get¬ 
ting through the middle 
pipeline takes at least a cou¬ 
ple of years, and that assumes 
break-neck speed and top-pri¬ 
ority handling by all con¬ 
cerned. Many drugs pass the 
first middle pipeline bottle¬ 
neck (safety) only to fail at the 
second (efficacy); e.g. the “L- 
drugs”, rejected last year al¬ 
though they were fairly non¬ 
toxic because they were also 
largely ineffective — it turns 
out that HIV responds to 
them by mutating into a resis¬ 
tant strain within a few 
weeks. 

By the time a drug hits the 
late pipeline, the mass follow¬ 
up studies to fine tune man¬ 
agement of the inevitable side 
effects and document effec¬ 
tiveness, it’s already available 
to ‘‘Golden Lifeboaters” (well- 
informed and placed treat¬ 
ment activists) like myself, al¬ 
though it may be difficult to 
find in the boonies or get in¬ 
surance companies to pay for 
it. Nowadays most AIDS 
treatments flash right through 
these final stages, as wit¬ 
nessed by the easy ride re¬ 
cently given to ddC by the 
FDA. 

Lukewarm endorsements 

John James of AIDS Treat¬ 
ment News has commented 
that most of the recent im¬ 
provement in AIDS drug de¬ 
velopment has occurred in 
the late pipeline. There are 
many reasons why this is so. 
By the time a drug reaches 
that highly evolved state, it 
has a lot of friends and few 


enemies. The corporation that 
owns it wants to get it out on 
the streets and earning mon¬ 
ey; if they delay too long, un¬ 
derground chemists may horn 
in and skim the cream off the 
market. The government gets 
nervous about charges of foot- 
dragging if they’re too per¬ 
snickety about approving it. 
The majority of activists are 
by this time either jumping 
up and down demanding its 
release, or quietly consuming 
the above-mentioned grey- 
market version of the prod¬ 
uct. 

Dr. Conant, the noted 
AIDS specialist, recently host¬ 
ed a forum on two late 
pipeline drugs: D4T and TP5. 
His endorsements of the new 
treatments were a little 
forced, and frankly it’s diffi¬ 
cult for any low T-cell HIVer 
to get real excited about any

of the products currently in 
the late pipeline. None of 
them are ‘‘home run” drugs; 
rattier they are minor im¬ 
provements on current treat¬ 
ments that delay the progres¬ 
sion of HIV but don’t offer 
much hope of reversing its ef¬ 
fects. 

All of the currently ap¬ 
proved (or nearly approved) 
HIV drugs are nucleoside ana¬ 
logues (i.e. AZT, ddl, and 
ddC); D4T is not only just an¬ 
other nucleoside analogue, it’s 
an AZT analogue, a minor 
variation of that grandaddy of 
AIDS treatments. It is proba¬ 
bly less toxic (although it’s 
possible that it just hasn’t 
been around long enough to 
show its shadow side) and just 
as effective as AZT. 

There was a recent at¬ 
tempt to establish an under¬ 
ground supply of D4T, but 
the group hired by treatment 
activists to produce it (de¬ 
scribed to me as “a Hungari¬ 
an mafia”) vanished from the 
face of the earth (or at least 
California) shortly after col¬ 
lecting $40,000 for ‘‘lab sup¬ 
plies.” Fortunately, even this 
feeble effort appears to have 
spooked the manufacturer 
into making the drug avail¬ 
able through a pre-approval 
“expanded access” program. 

It’s true that TP5 isn’t a 
nucleoside analogue; it’s a 
thymus hormone that appears 
to help regulate the immune 
system. Actually, no one’s 
sure how it works exactly, 
but Conant’s study found that 
it slowed clinical progression 
in HIVers, although not by a 
very obvious or decisive mar¬ 
gin. 

Spurred by the the recent 
spirit of expedited approval, 
TP5’s manufacturer, Johnson 
& Johnson, took this study to 
the FDA and applied for a 
tentative OK like the one giv¬ 
en to ddC last year. Alas, the 
data was so feeble that even 
the newly lenient FDA 
couldn’t see their way clear to 
do it, and TP5 will probably 
spend at least another year 
wending its way through the 
last stages of the late pipeline. 
Anyway, what I need isn’t to 
“slow clinical progression” 


but reverse it; I need a cure, 
and this ain’t it. At best all 
TP5 could do is buy me some 
time while I wait for better 
stuff to make it through the 
middle pipeline. 

A Manhattan Project 

That is a mixed bag at 
best. TAT inhibitors, dis¬ 
cussed in detail in the last is¬ 
sue of AIDS Treatment 
News, is a good example of 
both the promises and risks 
of treatments in the middle 
pipeline. An alternative to the 
traditional nucleoside ana¬ 
logues — and therefore a good 
candidate for combo therapy 
with them — TAT inhibitors 
don’t just block HIV’s repro¬ 
duction (the main effect of the 
NAs) but goes after it in al¬ 
ready-infected cells. It could 
be a breakthrough in the 
treatment of AIDS, although 
probably not a “cure.” 

But there are a lot of “ifs” 
involved. Only one manufac¬ 
turer — Roche — is developing 
TAT inhibitors. All the other 
pharmaceutical corporations 
are sitting on their hands and 
waiting to see if it pans out 
before they risk any cash on 
it. And Roche isn’t working 
real hard on it; they’ve got a 
grand total of two scientists 
assigned to the project and 
appear undecided if they 
want to invest in it in a major 
way. They were on the verge 
of selling the patent to Bur¬ 
roughs Wellcome recently, 
but changed their mind at the 
last minute. 

Now if we had an “AIDS 
czar,” which is widely antici¬ 
pated for the near future, and 
if that “czar” had sufficient 
authority, which seems ex¬ 
tremely unlikely, this promis¬ 
ing treatment would be taken 
away from reluctant Roche 
and assigned to a competitor 
willing to really run with it. 
But, despite the progress 
made in accelerating late 
pipeline development, little 
attention has been paid to 
streamlining the middle 
pipeline, and TAT inhibitors 
seem destined to spend quite 
some time wandering in the 
wilderness of corporate inde¬ 
cisiveness. Kind of irritating, 
when your life hangs in the 
balance! 

Even more work is needed 
on boosting the early 
pipeline, the basic science 
that should drive all other 
AIDS research. This is where 
an AIDS “Manhatten Pro¬ 
ject,” a massively funded fed¬ 
eral effort, should be focused. 
Advances in basic HIV sci¬ 
ence could accelerate 
progress all along the 
pipeline, for example by re¬ 
ducing the amount of time 
needed to determine if 
prospective treatments have 


potential. A well-funded think 
tank of researchers, headed 
by that projected “AIDS 
czar,” could give some struc¬ 
ture and direction to strategic 
planning, perform the basic 
science work, and then farm 
out promising drugs to re¬ 
sponsible (or at least house- 
broken) corporate sponsors. 


throuroughly ignored by the 
Reagan/Bush administration; 
this is the best hope for find¬ 
ing a true cure. Soon we’ll 
find out if Clinton and the 
Democrats have the guts and 
brains to take this on. 

Let’s just say that I’m not 
betting any T-cells on it. ▼

One More Colorado Update

The chilly wind of a back¬ 
lash is blasting Colorado boy¬ 
cott supporters, just as the 
boycott appears to be picking 
up steam. A new Denver 
Post poll indicates that 94 
percent of adult Coloradans 
“haven’t changed their minds 
about Amendment 2,” a senti¬ 
ment directly attributable to 
the boycott. 

The Post poll on the boy¬ 
cott backlash, conducted by 
Talmey-Drake Research and 
Strategy, surveyed 606 adults 
in the six county area around 
Denver (407 live in the Den¬ 
ver Metro area) between De¬ 
cember 15-23. Of those polled, 
94 percent said they would 
keep their vote the same, 4 
percent would change their 
vote and 2 percent didn’t 
know. Additionally, 43 per¬ 
cent said they were less likely 
than more likely to support a 
repeal. The margin of error is 
plus or minus four percentage 
points. 

Fred Brown, the Denver 
Post political writer who re¬ 
ported on the poll, concluded 
that the boycott had unleased 
a backlash — that Denver vot¬ 
ers “were more angry than 
ashamed” about the passage 
of anti-gay Amendment 2 and 
didn’t think a repeal effort 
would succeed. 

“It’s upsetting a lot of peo¬ 
ple that we’re called the ‘hate 
state,”’ said one man who 
asked not to be identified. But 
the poll may be slightly mis¬ 
leading in that people were 
asked “if they would change 
their vote.” Those who voted 
against Amendment 2 were 
not identified. And Colorado 
polls are now being viewed 
with some skepticism since a 
poll immediately before the 
election indicated that 
Amendment 2 would be de¬ 
feated. Instead, Colorado vot¬ 
ers passed the amendment to 
their state constitution allow¬ 
ing discrimination against les¬ 
bians, gays and bisexuals by 
54 percent to 46 percent. De¬ 
fenders of this poll say these 
results more closely reflect 
the actual way Coloradans 
voted. 

One non-gay man thinks 
one reason for the backlash is 


because of an incident on 
World AIDS Day where 
some “radical gay activists” 
spilled red paint symbolizing 
red blood on the steps of the 
Denver Capitol and on a stat¬ 
ue of the Blessed Virgin Mary 
at the Basilica of the Immaculate 
Conception (where the : 
Rope will visit next year). 

It was a “big turning 
point,” he said, because 
Amendment 2 backers said 
“see, that’s how homosexuals 
are.” Plus, he said, people are 
angry that “outsiders” are 
turning a once “friendly place 
where everybody got along” 
into a divided state. 

Richard Evans, openly gay 
assistant to Mayor Wellington 
Webb, concurs, noting that 
Coloradans are fiercely inde¬ 
pendent people. “I’ve lived in 
Colorado for 20 years,” says 
Evans, “and having all these 
national groups coming in 
and telling us what to do is 
not something that sits well 
with me.” 

But Evans says he doesn’t 
think the World AIDS Day 
action was the cause for the 
solidification of voter anger 
since the mayor’s office re¬ 
ceived no calls or letters of 
protest after the incident. 
Rather, Evans thinks the 
New York Times editorial 
supporting the boycott — 
which came out in the middle 
of the polling — “had a greater 
impact” in creating the back¬ 
lash. The editorial was broad¬ 
cast and republished in all the 
Colorado media. 

Evans is one of three 
plaintiffs who testified on Jan¬ 
uary 11 in favor of the injunc¬ 
tion against Amendment 2. 
The hearing was broadcast 
live on Court TV. Meanwhile 
on January 10 there was a 
loose “gathering of the tribes” 
to try to unify all the different 
groups that have sprung up 
since the election. 

But supporters of Amend¬ 
ment 2 are not sitting idly by 
as the country becomes em¬ 
broiled in debate over 
Amendment 2. Joseph Nee 
announced January 4 at a 
news conference outside of 
Colorado Springs that a new 
group has been formed to 
“offset the damage” done by 
the boycott. This is the first 


admission by the religious 
right wing that the boycott 
has had any affect at all. 

“Back Off Colorado” 
claims to have at least 100 
members so far, with at least 
150 others who have called to 
join the group, according to 
the Denver Post. The group 
plans to use television ads to 
“educate the public that ho¬ 
mosexuality is wrong and 
that homosexuals already 
have all the rights they need, 
same as me,” Nee is quoted as 
saying. 

Colorado Springs has be¬ 
come home to 52 national re¬ 
ligious right wing groups | 
since the election. And it ap¬ 
pears that Colorado Springs- 
based Focus on the Family 
has expanded its publishing 
base. Next month the Chris¬ 
tian organization run by 
James Dobson, Ph.D., will 
publish L.A. Justice: Lessons 
From the Firestorm , a book 
by retired LAPD Assistant 
Police Chief Robert Vernon. 
According to an advanced 
copy received by the Los An¬ 
geles Times , Vernon writes 
that he did not let his beliefs 
that homosexuality is sinful 
and that gays should not be 
hired on the force to influ¬ 
ence his official actions. 

Meanwhile, a new gay 
group called “Ground Zero” 
has sprung into action in Col¬ 
orado Springs to fight 
Amendment 2 in the town 
where the initiative was born. 
Ground Zero spokesperson 
Bruce Pfrommer says that the 
“highly underfunded” group 
has between 300-400 members 
— many of whom have just 
come out. “I’m not hiding 
anymore,” says Pfrommer. 
“This is too important.” 

Meanwhile, most of the 
media’s attention has been fo¬ 
cused on counting celebrity 
heads in Aspen during the 
holidays. According to the As¬ 
pen Ski Company and others, 
tourism was up despite the al¬ 
most two-month-old boycott — 
a fact repeated and empha¬ 
sized by reporters. 

Though Barbra Streisand 
and Liza Minnelli chose to 
“play” in Utah instead, AIDS 
Project Los Angeles Board 
Chair Steve Tisch was caught 
by an Entertainment Tonight 


The Next Colorados?

Now that lesbian and gay 
rights have been lost — even if 
only temporarily — in Col¬ 
orado, activsts are carefully 
watching for the next likely 
places where Amendment 2- 
type resolutions might be in¬ 
troduced. After the adoption 
of that ballot measure, and 
despite the boycott of Col¬ 
orado, fundamentalists are 
initiating measures to elimi¬ 
nate advances in gay rights in 
at least ten other states. 

On January 7, former Flori¬ 
da gubernatorial candidate 
Anthony Martin announced 
his intention to try again for 
the Tallahassee Governor’s 
Mansion, and that this time 
around he would base his 
candidacy on a proposed con¬ 
stitutional amendment similar 
to Colorado’s Amendment 2. 

Martin has also dismissed 
the impact of a possible Flori¬ 
da boycott, saying it “may be 
the ultimate in growth man¬ 
agement. 


“What better way to cut 
traffic, reduce congestion, 
slow growth pressures, and 
limit new AIDS patients mov¬ 
ing to Florida?” he reportedly 
asked. 

Meanwhile, in Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, investment 
broker Carl Kellogg was 
spearheading a similar drive 
to ban gay rights laws. He ex¬ 
pressed hopes to have an ini¬ 
tiative on the November 1994 
ballot as recently as last 
weekend before abruptly an¬ 
nouncing that he had quit the 
attempt, citing “personal and 
professional considerations.” 
Perhaps significantly, Kellogg 
alluded to the “adverse im¬ 
pact my involvement may 
have had on my clients or my 
employer.” It is unknown if 
the drive will continue with¬ 
out Kellogg’s participation. 

Anti-gay initiatives are also 
popping up in city politics. In 
Lafayette, Indiana, a petition 
bearing 3,350 signatures was 
Filed with the city clerk, aim¬ 


ing to dissuade city council 
members from voting for an 
ordinance prohibiting dis¬ 
crimination based on sexual 
orientation. 

The petition drive was 
launched by Connie Ledman, 
president of the Lafayette 
Christian Coalition, who col¬ 
lected the signitures at 
churches and shopping cen¬ 
ters. 

When the matter came be¬ 
fore the council for a vote Jan¬ 
uary 4, about 300 people 
crowded the meeting room in 
anticipation. Although the or¬ 
dinance had been passed by 
the full council earlier, coun¬ 
cil member Linda Timmons 
apparently bowed to pressure 
from the right; she moved to 
table the proposal. 

The National Gay and Les¬ 
bian Task Force said that 
similar efforts are also under¬ 
way in California, Idaho, 
Maine, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Ohio, Oregon and Washing¬ 
ton. ▼ 
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camera walking in Aspen 
with Donald Trump. APLA 
officially supports the boycott. 

In a phone interview Jan¬ 
uary 4 Tisch says that he felt 
extremely “conflicted” about 
going to Aspen, but as a di¬ 
vorced father this was the 
only opportunity to see his 
young children over the holi¬ 
days. 

“I am very sensitive to the 
circumstances,” Tisch says. “I 
think my personal and profes¬ 
sional track record in the en¬ 
tertainment field in fighting 
homophobia and my commit¬ 
ment to APLA and other 
AIDS and gay agencies is vir¬ 
tually spotless. This was 
clearly a personal decision re¬ 
garding my priority to spend 
time with my family. I also 
feel that the Aspen communi¬ 
ty — straight and gay — are ag¬ 
gressively and vocally and fi¬ 
nancially supporting the re¬ 
peal of this amendment.” 

Tisch says he thinks that 
support for the boycott 
should be “a personal deci¬ 
sion” but that he has spent “a 
lot of time and made financial 
contributions” to the repeal 


effort. “I feel that by being po¬ 
litically active in that respect 
— I hope my situation will be 
seen as unique,” he said. He 
thinks the boycott should 
serve as a a “wake up call” to 
other states to “think” before 
they pass a similar initiative. 
But he is not in favor of see¬ 
ing a pro-gay city like Aspen 
suffer since it is in the “van¬ 
guard” of the repeal move¬ 
ment. 

Tisch calls the media’s fo¬ 
cus on celebrities “totally ludi¬ 
crous.” There are a lot of peo¬ 
ple who care about the quali¬ 
ty of life in this country,” 
Tisch says.” And I honestly 
feel that my name is on that 
list. I will continue to work, 
write checks and lobby from 
California to see that his 
amendment is repealed.” 

Lenny Blum, APLA execu¬ 
tive director and Tisch friend, 
says APLA is “committed to 
supporting the boycott and 
educating the public as to 
why the boycott is necessary.” 
But while Tisch’s commit¬ 
ment to APLA and AIDS is 
“extraordinary,” his children 
come first, Blum says. “I 


know Steve Tisch very well 
and though I would have 
wished that his kids would 
have come to him, I know the 
most important thing in his 
life is his children. There is 
no other place he would have 
been but with them.” 

But, Blum notes, “the boy¬ 
cott is working. If the boycott 
wasn’t going on, the repeal ef¬ 
fort would be struggling to 
hold a news conference.” 

Earlier, AmFAR decided 
to not accept money from an 
Aspen ski fundraising benefit. 
But on January 5 San Francis¬ 
co gay philanthropist Jim 
Hormel announced that he 
would contribute $250,000 to 
AmFAR to replace the lost 
funds. 

But some lesbians and 
gays tend to agree more with 
APLA’s Tisch. In their De¬ 
cember 22 news conference 
announcing their endorse¬ 
ment of the boycott, the Hu¬ 
man Rights Campaign Fund 
added a caveat. HRCF execu¬ 
tive director Tim McFeely 
urged lesbian and gay ac¬ 
tivists to travel into the state 
to lend support to the effort 
to overturn Amendment 2 
and to generate support for 
the Gay and Lesbian Civil 
Rights Bill. “It’s important 
not to tie our community’s 
hands when talking about 
achieving full civil rights,” 
says Gregory King, HRCF 
communications director. 
“Our community isn’t the en¬ 
emy here.” 

HRCF will proceed with 
its local fundraiser on January 
30 with half of the proceeds 
staying in the state to fight 
the amendment. McFeely will 
fly in as the featured speaker. 

But a total economic boy¬ 
cott continues to pick up ma¬ 
jor support. On January 4 the 
Southern Christian Leader¬ 
ship Conference signed on as 
did the national association 
Chamber Music America

Glide Pulls Out of 
Colorado Gathering

The Reverend Cecil 
Williams of Glide Memorial 
Methodist Church in San 
Francisco’s Tenderloin Dis¬ 
trict has turned down an invi¬ 
tation to speak to a Colorado 
conference of Methodist min¬ 
isters in June. 

Williams and his partner 
Janice Mirikitani had been in¬ 
vited to speak about Glide’s 
internationally renowned 
ministry to the urban poor. 

The church’s programs in¬ 
clude Mo’s Kitchen, a meal 
program, job and drug coun¬ 
seling, and an on-site anony¬ 
mous HIV antibodies test site 
and AIDS clinic. A third of 
the church’s membership is 
gay and lesbian. 

“At Glide, our commit¬ 
ment is to be the kind of 
church that struggles with the 
human condition and prac¬ 
tices acceptance and inclusive¬ 
ness,” Williams said, in declin¬ 
ing the invitation by the 
Rocky Mountain Annual Con¬ 
ference of Methodist minis¬ 
ters and bishops. 

“We felt we had no other 
choice. Our decision is a stand 
against a discriminatory poli¬ 
cy approved by the voters of 
Colorado, and we would take 
the same stand against similar 
discrimination anywhere and 
against any group of people,” 
William said. 

Williams denounced the 
hatred of religious fundamen¬ 
talists involved in the passage 
of the measure, calling it “an 
indictment against our faith 
and mission” and said that if 
Amendment 2 went unchal¬ 
lenged by people outside of 
Colorado, “it’s implied sanc-

tion of anti-gay hatred could 
have a nationwide impact.” 

“We are a church of accep¬ 
tance. People must have the 
right to self determination 
and freedom rather than to 
have to hide behind masks. 
At Glide, we’ve thrown off 
those masks and continue to 
encourage people to face up 
to their racism, their sexism, 
their homophobia We made 
a decision not to go in consul¬ 
tation with our own folks, 
here. There was just no way 
that we could do it.” 

Williams would have been 
a keynote speaker during the 
June convention in Fort 
Collins, Colorado. ▼

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Gay Man Beaten to Death in Friendship Alley

A gay man with AIDS 
who was a client of the Cen¬ 
ter For AIDS Services in 
Oakland may have died as 
the result of the injuries he re¬ 
ceived in a strong arm rob¬ 
bery last week. 

The only fact that is clear 
in the mysterious circum¬ 
stances surrounding the death 
of Eddie Rodriguez is that he 
died on January 12 at Mt. 
Zion Hospital. 

Rodriguez, a frail Hispanic 


man who suffered from neu¬ 
ropathy and was receiving 
dialysis for a kidney disorder, 
had been a client of the Cen¬ 
ter For AIDS Services for 
about a year, according to 
Ken Ireland, acting director 
of the Center. 

According to a local police 
report, Rodriguez was trans¬ 
ported to Kaiser Hospital af¬ 
ter an assault at 50 Friend¬ 
ship Ally, near McAllister 
Street, on January 3. 

Rodriguez, according to 
the report, was approached 


by a single suspect as he was 
walking down McAllister. 

The suspect grabbed him by 
the left arm and tried to force 
him into a door, presumably 
to rob him, according to the 
report; Rodriguez resisted, 
fell to the ground, and sus¬ 
tained the injuries. 

According to the police re¬ 
port, paramedics at the scene 
treated him for a possible bro¬ 
ken left arm and possible dis¬ 
located kneecaps. He was tak¬ 
en to Kaiser Hospital and lat¬ 
er moved to Mt. Zion. 


Rodriguez was an easy 
prey for his assailants, accord¬ 
ing to Sister Jacinta, S.H.F., 
the agency’s director of pas¬ 
toral counseling. 

“Eddie told me that he 
was cashing a check and two 
men either made him give 
them the money or just took 
it. After they got it they beat 
him up,” Jacinta told the Bay 
Area Reporter. “They broke 
his arm and severely injured 
his knees. He was to have 
surgery to sew the tendons to¬ 
gether, that’s why they trans¬ 


ferred him to Mt. Zion.” 

“This is a terrible and de¬ 
spicable thing, no matter how 
you cut it. I don’t know what 
to say. We are shocked by the 
whole thing,” said Ireland. 

Rodriguez lapsed into a 
coma shortly after the beat¬ 
ing. 

An autopsy will be per¬ 
formed by the San Francisco 
Medical Examiner’s Office to 
determine the cause of 
death. T

MADISON (UPI) - Wis¬ 
consin Governor Tommy 
Thompson must be wonder¬ 
ing where Dan Savage is 
these days. 

Savage troubled the gover¬ 
nor in 1991 by leading 
protests about the way in¬ 
mates with AIDS are treated 
in the prison system. 

Every day at noon a friend 
or member of ACT UP 
would deliver a peanut butter 


sandwich to Thompson’s of¬ 
fice to draw attention to the 
plight of an inmate with 
AIDS whose doctor had or¬ 
dered nutritional supple¬ 
ments. The prison was giving 
the man only one additional 
peanut butter sandwich each 
day. 

ACT UP held an embar¬ 
rassing demonstration outside 
Thompson’s office door just 
as he was being interviewed 
by 60 Minutes. The group 
also interrupted a Building 


Commission meeting by 
throwing a peanut butter 
sandwich at the governor. 

The latest edition of The 
Advocate mentions him, 
though: it seems Savage went 
on a radio program in Seattle 
and said he personally would 
kill Bill Clinton if he doesn’t 
lift the ban on gays in the mil¬ 
itary. 

Savage was interviewed by 
federal agents at a meeting 
that was not fun and games. 

He told The Advocate he 
had no idea it was illegal to 
threaten to kill the 
president. ▼

which had planned a series of 
seminars in Aspen over the 
next three years. They also 
asked their frequent flyer 
membership not to make air¬ 
line connections in Denver. 

The Democratic Governor’s 
Association will probably can¬ 
cel their annual summer issues 
conference in Denver, accord¬ 
ing to Matt Learnard, research 
and communications director. 
However another major 
Democrat — former President 
Jimmy Carter — says that 
though he opposes Amend¬ 
ment 2, he intends to go 
through with plans to attend a 
celebrity fundraiser on January 
20 at Crested Butte ski resort, 
which will raise money for his 
Atlanta Project to help the 
poor. 

But pro-boycotters won a 
major victory on January 9 
when the National Association 


of Hispanic Journalists—under 
pressure from the National 
Lesbian and Gay Journalists 
Association — reversed an ear¬ 
lier decision and voted to can¬ 
cel its Denver convention 
scheduled for March. Boycott 
opponents had touted the jour¬ 
nalists’ convention as a vote 
for their side. 

The Hispanic Journalists 
say they will have to forfeit 
$70,000 under a contract with 
a Denver hotel, according to 
the Associated Press, Ironical¬ 
ly, the day the Los Angeles 
Timesran the AP story about 
the NAHJ endorsement, the 
paper also ran a huge color- 
photo travel piece promoting 
Vail, Colorado, as a ski resort 
where, the Times reports, 
“guests seem as giddy, gaudy, 
and numerous as ever.” 

But convention pullouts are 
already costing Colorado mil¬ 
lions of dollars. Other non-gay 
conventions to have pulled out 
include the U.S. Conference of 
Mayors, the American Associ¬ 
ation of Law Libraries, and 
the National Organization for 
Women. And Ziff-Davis Pub¬ 


lishing has apparently decided 
to not move to Colorado be¬ 
cause of Amendment 2 — a po¬ 
tential loss of thousands of 
jobs and up to $1 billion by 
the year 2000. 

As to the celebrities who 
showed up over the holidays 
in Aspen, David M. Smith, ex¬ 
ecutive director of Gay and 
Lesbian Alliance Against 
Defamation, a prime mover in 
the boycott effort, says the 
celebrities and the media cov¬ 
ering them “miss the point. I 
really do think they’re irrele¬ 
vant and they clearly don’t get 
it.” Besides, he says, “who 
made Aspen the target of the 
boycott?”

said. 

Carpenter said that Hamil¬ 
ton’s last wish was to return 
to his parent’s home in Rome, 
Georgia. 

“I spent the last money I 
had to fly him home first-class 
to Georgia, then drove 
straight through myself,” Car¬ 
penter said. “I still took care 
of him because his parents re¬ 
fused to take care of him.” 

Hamilton died in July 1991. 

“When it was all over, I 
was left with no identity, no 
job, no money,” Carpenter 
said. “I decided to come to 
San Francisco.” 

'Precarious Situation' 

Lieutenant Stephens said 
service personnel sometimes 
are granted emergency leaves 
of up to a month to care for 


ill relatives. 

“It’s a precarious situation 
because he would have had to 

say it’s his brother. He 
couldn’t say it’s his lover be¬ 
cause then he’s admitting to 
homosexuality, which would 
mean a discharge,” Stephens 
said. “He couldn’t be exactly 
honest if he wanted to stay in 
the service.” 

In hindsight, Stephens 
said, Carpenter should have 
come out of the closet and 
told the truth about his lover 
having AIDS. 

“They would have given 
him a discharge from the ser¬ 
vice,” Stephens said. “It 
would have been an honor¬ 
able discharge. [Now] he 
probably will get something 
other than an honorable dis¬ 
charge.” 

If Carpenter is court mar- 
tialed, he could face up to six 
months imprisonment, a re¬ 
duction in his pay level, a fine 


or forfeiture of two-thirds of 
his salary for six months, 
and/or a discharge with bad 
conduct. 

Stephens said that Carpen¬ 
ter’s extenuating circum¬ 
stances will be taken into con¬ 
sideration and may reduce his 
sentence. 

“For military duty reasons, 
it’s a crime to not show up at 
work no matter what your 
reasons are unless you have 
permission,” Stephens said. 
“The factors that come in are 
extenuating and mitigating 
circumstances, which can af¬ 
fect the sentence a person 
would get.” 

Carpenter, meanwhile, said 
he believes that without the 
military’s bias against gays 
and lesbians, he would be in a 
different situation now. 

“Given the same circum¬ 
stances, if this was a woman 
and I had been married to 
her...,” he pondered. “I felt at 
that point I had no choice.” ▼

T he Oakland Tribune 
seems to be continuing 
its admirable record of 
diversity in reporting 
under its new management. 
The December 28 edition fea¬ 
tured a fantastic front page 
story on East Bay lesbian and 
gay high school students titled 
“Lesbian, gay teens — growing 
up, coming out.” The reporter, 
Mary Rajkumar, found East 
Bay high school students will¬ 
ing to come out of the closet 
and let them tell their own sto¬ 
ries — about realizing that one 
is gay, suffering homophobic 
taunts in silence, coming out 
and finding no support from 
school officials, and, some¬ 
times, dropping out. Rajkumar 
noted both progress and obsta¬ 
cles in the fight against class¬ 
room homophobia: “Teachers 
can now discuss homosexuali¬ 
ty in the classroom ... but 
that’s just a whisper in the si¬ 
lence that still blankets homo¬ 
sexuality in schools — that and 
the daily taunt of ‘fag.’” 

One of the gay teens inter¬ 
viewed cited increased media 
visibility in creating a climate

Spike Lee 

During the release of the 
film Malcom X, director Spike 
Lee received a great deal of at¬ 
tention for saying that, in pub¬ 
licizing the film through inter¬ 
views, preference would be 
given to African-American re¬ 
porters — but David Ehren- 
stein, the only African Ameri¬ 
can writing film criticism for a 
national publication {The Ad¬ 
vocate) was refused an inter¬ 
view.

Joanne Jacobs 

In the January 1 San Jose 
Mercury News, staff columnist 
Joanne Jacobs argued in favor 
of celebrating our similarities, 
as opposed to our differences, 
and promoting a cultural 
“melting pot” as opposed to 
“multiculturalism.”

Gallo Found To Have 
Committed Misconduct

A government investiga¬ 
tion has determined that Dr. 
Robert Gallo, the U.S. scien¬ 
tist who claims to have dis¬ 
covered the AIDS virus, and 
his colleague Dr. Miculas 
Popovic have committed sci¬ 
entific misconduct by publish¬ 
ing false and misleading state¬ 
ments in scientific papers. 

Those conclusions, con¬ 
tained in the report issued by 
the Office of Research Integri¬ 
ty of the National Institutes of 
Health, came as no surprise 
to qther AIDS researchers 
and activists, who challenged 
Gallo’s “discovery” almost 
from the day he announced it 
in April of 1984. What 
somewhat more surprising is 
that the report also recom¬ 
mends that, to insure the ac¬ 
curacy of their future work, 
Gallo and Popovic be super¬ 
vised for three years. Many 
activists, who have charged 
Gallo’s egotistical imperialism 
has hampered AIDS research, 
are also delighted that the re¬ 
port “recommends that NIH 
consider whether any other 
actions are appropriate in re¬ 
lation to Dr. Gallo.” 

True to form, Gallo issued 
a statement in response, crit¬ 
icizing the investigation as 
“endless and incompetent,” its 
findings as “utterly unwar¬ 
ranted,” and his own “contri¬ 
butions to the advancement 
of medical science” as “undis¬ 
puted.” 

“This... government inves¬ 
tigation should be of concern 
to everyone seeking to ad¬ 
vance medical knowledge,” 
Gallo said. He also expressed 
his intention to appeal the 
conclusions. 

“These investigations have 
diverted not only my personal 
time and the time of others in 
my laboratory, but, perhaps, 
most importantly, our collec¬ 
tive creative thinking,” he 
said. “We cannot recapture 
that time.” 

Neither Popovic, nor his 
attorney, could immediately 
be reached to comment. 

When Gallo was employed 
as an expert in viruses at the 
National Cancer Institute in 
1984, he announced that his 
lab had identified an AIDS- 
causing virus that he dubbed 
HTLV III, and said he was 
developing a blood test to de¬ 
tect it. His claim was instantly 
cast in doubt by Dr. Luc 
Montagnier of the Pasteur In¬ 
stitute in Paris, who revealed 
Gallo’s lab received viral 
strains from the Pasteur Insti¬ 
tute — strains that Montagnier 
called LAV, which were vir¬ 
tually identical to Gallo’s 
HTLV III. As more became 
known about the virus and its 
many subtle strains, it be¬ 
came clearer that LAV and 
HTLV III were, in fact, the 
same. 

Montagnier’s allegations 
prompted a series of investi¬ 
gations, a dispute between 
the French and U.S. govern¬ 
ments over the millions of 
dollars of potential royalties 
from the AIDS blood test 
(plus the less tangible, but no 
less important, matter of the 
inevitable Nobel Prize that 
would go to the real discover¬ 
er), and — eventually — the ba¬ 
sis for President Reagan’s 
first utterance of the word 
“AIDS,” seven years into the 
pandemic, as he tried to gloss 
over the international quarrel. 


The NIH report stops 
short of accusing Gallo of 
stealing LAV; it “is not possi¬ 
ble to resolve the question,” it 
says. However, it does make 
the point that when Gallo as¬ 
serted in a paper that LAV 
had “not been transmitted to 
a permanently growing cell 
line,” he “falsely reported,” 
which “constitutes scientific 
misconduct.” * 

“This misrepresentation 
did not invalidate the basic 


findings of the research, but it 
obscured the role of LAV in 
this important research,” the 
report says. “Furthermore, 
the misrepresentation has the 
potential to impede the rapid 
advancement of research ef¬ 
forts with LAV. Because of 
Dr. Gallo’s senior status and 
his highly visible role in the 
research community, the find¬ 
ing of scientific misconduct 
by itself carries a high degree

David Emerson Smith

Poet and gay activist David Emerson 
died in San Francisco, May 12, 1991. 
Born January 10, 1945, among the 
younger of 12 children, he grew up in 
Rhode Island, served in the Navy 
(1963-67) before being “heaved out as 
emotionally unsuitable.”

His and Freddie’s poems 
first appeared in Fag Rag #12, (Spring, 
1975) and often thereafter. David lived 
with the Fort Hill Faggots for Freedom, 
a commune in Boston’s Roxbury 
district, where he last visited for Fred¬ 
die’s funeral in the fall of 1989. 

In 1976 David came to San Francisco 
with flowers in his hair and quickly 
became a twinkling light in the gay 
counterculture poetry scene. His 
celebration of hustling, poetry and 
street life, Reverie’s Telecast: A 
Telepathic Play was produced by 
Theater Rhinoceros. 

He often participated in the Radical 
Faerie Circle and his poems appeared 
in RFD, A Country Journal for Gay Men 
Everywhere. 

David Emerson Smith fell in love 
with Mexico where he found much love 
and many adventures. In Puerto Vallar- 
ta, he organized street hustlers in a pro¬ 
test against bar owner and police 
harassment. 

His body now lies beyond our taste,

CUAV Community Watch 


'92 Hate Crime Totals

C UAV staff members 
are now compiling and 
analyzing the hate 
crime statistics report¬ 
ed to the agency for 1992. As 
many are aware, CUAV re¬ 
leases this information every 
year in March in conjunction 
with the National Gay and 
Lesbian Task Force’s release 
of national statistics. While no 
preliminary data for the whole 
year is available yet, it looks 
as if the number of reports 
will be up again this year. 
This is verified by an increase 
in the first quarter of 1992 as 
compared to the same quarter 
of 1991. 

In 1991, CUAV received re¬ 
ports of 473 incidents of anti- 
lesbian/gay/b i/transgender vio¬ 
lence, or an 11 percent in¬ 
crease over the number of re¬ 
ports in 1990. In that number, 
the number of AIDS bias inci¬ 
dents increased by 25 percent, 
until they now constitute 10 
percent of the total number of 
cases. 

Preliminary data for the 
first quarter (January-March) of 
1992 show 133 incidents, a 17 
percent increase over the 114 
incidents reported in the same 
quarter of 1991. Some 63 per¬ 
cent of these incidents in¬ 
volved the use of weapons, in¬ 
cluding fists and the use of the 
body. This increase in the first 
quarter indicates the likeli¬ 
hood of an increase in the 
number of incidents for the 
whole year — particularly since 
this was an election year with 
some highly charged and visi¬ 
ble anti-lesbian/gay rhetoric in 
the media and various cam¬ 
paigns. 

Again, for 1991, the Castro 
remained the neighborhood 
that reported the highest num¬ 
ber of incidents, reporting 26 
percent of the total. Incidents 
in the Mission constituted 15 
percent of the total; incidents 
in SoMa constituted 6 percent; 
incidents in the Tenderloin 
constituted 5 percent; and the 
Haight/Twin Peaks constituted 
5 percent. Other areas of the 
city each constituted about 1 
to 3 percent of the total num¬ 
ber of incidents. 

What does it all mean? 

Numbers, statistics, and 
percentages seem a bit cold 
and distanced from the reality 
of what those numbers repre¬ 
sent. Let’s ground ourselves 
for a minute. The numbers 
represent bashings. Be they 
verbal or physical, these fig¬ 
ures represent the assault on 
the dignity, integrity, and well¬ 
being of lesbians, gays, bisex¬ 
uals, and transgender people. 
And the intensity and frequen¬ 
cy of the assaults continues to 
rise. 

But— the number of inci¬ 
dents reported to CUAV is 
only the tip of the iceberg. A 
1989 survey completed by the 
San Francisco Examiner re¬ 
vealed that there were as 
many as 6,500 anti-lesbian/gay 
hate-motivated assaults every 


year in San Francisco and 
45,000 in the Bay Area. So one 
must ask the question, are the 
increases in reports to CUAV 
a result of increasing incidents 
or a result of increased report¬ 
ing? We suspect that it is both. 
If reporting increases we will 
be able to get a more accurate 
picture of the problem. 

The importance of reporting 

CUAV staff cannot overem¬ 
phasize the importance of re¬ 
porting any harassment, 
threat, or actual assault that 
you believe to be hate-motivat¬ 
ed based upon your perceived 
sexual orientation or gender 
identification. These statistics 
become the body of evidence 
that we use to show that we 
are still not safe; the body of 
evidence we use to justify the 
need for hate crime statutes; 
and to raise awareness of civil 
rights violations, prejudice, 
and violence to which we are 
subjected. They also provide 
us with important information 
as to who we need to target 
with safety information, who 
we need to focus upon with 
prevention education, and 
what neighborhoods are the 
most dangerous and need the 
attention of activists and orga¬ 
nizers. 

In particular, CUAV is 
reaching out to people of col¬ 
or, women, and transgender 
persons and encouraging them 
to report incidents. If you are 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, or a 
transgender person of any race 
or ethnicity and are harassed 
or bashed for who you are, 
please report your incident to 
CUAV. We believe that re¬ 
ports of attacks on people of 
color are under-represented in 
the overall totals. This is a gap 
that we are working to rectify. 

CUAV is also very interest¬ 
ed in taking reports of any ha¬ 
rassment people receive from 
police, from MUNI, or from 
any other city service. These 
problems can be fixed — we 
just need to know about them. 

How to report to CUAV 

If you have been bashed 
and are in an emergency situ¬ 
ation and need someone to 
talk to for comfort or advice, 
you can call CUAV’s 24-hour 
CrisisLine at 333-HELP (333- 
4357). You should be able to 
speak to a volunteer Crisis- 
Line Counselor shortly after 
you call. If you are recovered, 
or weren’t injured, or simply 
want the incident recorded, 
you can call CUAV during the 
business day at 777-5500 to 
make a report. All reports are 
strictly confidential. No per¬ 
sonal identifying information 
is ever released without the 
explicit consent of the person 
making the report.

of opprobrium.” 

The report did not stop 
with the one demonstrative 
example of Gallo’s misfea¬ 
sance; it concludes that “many 
of Dr. Gallo’s actions reflect a 
pattern of conduct that must 
be censured even though they 
do not constitute misconduct.” 

Popovic was found to have 
committed four of the 16 al- 
leged instances of scientific 
misconduct, including false 
reports of scientific methods 
and results. However, it says, 
the “scientific misconduct on 
the part of Dr. Popovic is rel¬ 
atively minor, does not inval¬ 
idate the findings of his 
breakthrough research, and 



should not preclude his em¬ 
ployment as a scientist.” 


What the study did recom¬ 
mend included the overseeing 
of Gallo’s lab, to “ensure accu¬ 
racy in the recording and re¬ 
porting of research conduct¬ 
ed,” a similar plan to super¬ 
vise Popovic, and also that 
“NIH consider whether any 
other actions are appropriate 
in relation to Dr. Gallo or the 
management” of his lab. 

Some of Gallo’s responses 
to the report sound surpris¬ 
ingly similar to charges 
against him during the early 
years of the controversy be¬ 
tween his lab and the Pasteur 
Institute. 

“We cannot even begin to 
calculate the amount of poten¬ 
tially lifesaving research that 
has been lost,” he said arro¬ 
gantly. ▼ 


KRON's Colorado Weather 
Reports Get Chilly Reception

A local weatherman’s 
chance to give live weather 
forecasts from a remote facil¬ 
ity at a meteorological conven¬ 
tion were scrapped this week 
after just one day’s broadcast 
because the convention is be¬ 
ing held in Steamboat 
Springs, Colorado. 

KRON-TV weatherman 
Steve Riley was to broadcast 
the local weather from the 
Steamboat Springs site begin¬ 
ning January 11, as a way of 
highlighting his attendance at 
the convention, according to 


Al Holzer, KRON news direc- 
tor. 

Riley’s commitment to at¬ 
tend the convention — and 
KRON’s agreement to do the 
live broadcasts — were made 
“well before the the vote on 
Amendment 2 was an issue,” 
Holzer told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

But, Holzer said, the sta¬ 
tion “is sensitive” to the issues 
of transmitting a non-essential 
and non-news feature broad¬ 
cast plugging a television per¬ 
sonality from a state that has 
enacted an anti-gay rights 
measure. 


“We were doing it to a 
large extent to ameliorate 
Steve Riley as a way for him 
to get on the air up here,” 
Holzer said. “But the bottom 
line is that the weather will 
not be broadcast from Steam¬ 
boat Springs. 

Until Riley, who is the sta¬ 
tion’s lead weather forecaster, 
returns from Colorado, his 
weather reports will be 
broadcast by two other 
weather personalities — from 
the station’s local news stu¬ 
dio. ▼

C ollapse. It’s starting to 
fall down. The walls 
— around us, between 
us and within us — 
are starting to crumble. 
Around us, a rigid, life-negat¬ 
ing system begins to crack un¬ 
der the weight of its own cor¬ 
ruption. Between us, all that 
keeps us separate from one 
another starts to dissolve. 
And within, the part of us 
still attached to the decaying 
system begins to die. It all 
culminates in a grand comple¬ 
tion that holds within it the 
seeds of renewal. 

The system in question is 
an entrenched alliance be¬ 
tween Western medicine, pol¬ 
itics, our profit-driven econo¬ 
my, and a population that is 
actively discouraged from 
questioning the assumptions 
at the heart of the monolith. 


The spokespeople for this de¬ 
caying system are losing their 
cloak of credibility. They es¬ 
calate their efforts to hold on 
to the power they’ve amassed 
by tightening their strangle¬ 
hold on the individual. But 
despite their efforts, their au¬ 
thority is being challenged. A 
grass roots counter-force is 
building, a highly moral and 
courageous alliance of individ¬ 
uals brought together by the 
power of their questions. 

★ ★ ★ 

In the world of AIDS, ear¬ 
ly signs of the collapse of the 
AIDS dogma are everywhere. 
HIV is being challenged on 
many fronts. In the last few 
months, we’ve seen, the for¬ 
mation of the Group for the 
Scientific Reappraisal of the 
HIV/AIDS Hypothesis; 
greater press coverage of the 
case against HIV (including 



recent pieces in Newsweek 
and the L.A. Times); and the 
revelation of the last Interna¬ 
tional AIDS Conference — the 
new “mystery virus” which 
provides proof of AIDS with¬ 
out HIV. The collapse of the 
HIV model looks imminent 
and it signals the beginning of 
a new day in AIDS. 

Celia Farber’s article, “The 
HIV Myth” ( Spin magazine, 
June ’92) concludes, “Virtually 
every scientist working in the 
field of AIDS believes that

Clear Expressions 

One of the clearest expres¬ 
sions of the growing AIDS 
dissidence took place in Am¬ 
sterdam last May. It was the 
first international alternative 
AIDS conference. I had the 
good fortune of being in at¬ 
tendance. Although it was 
barely covered in the Ameri¬ 
can press (outside of the New 
York Native, Nature and 
Spin), it was front page news. 
in the London Times in 
April. This three-day event 
featured some of the most 
prominent “AIDS dissidents” 
ever gathered in one place at 
one time. The purpose was 
not only to bring together 
those challenging HIV but to 
question if a solution will 
ever be found in the form of a 
medicine or a vaccine. 

Speakers and panelists in¬ 
cluded John Lauritsen (“AZT: 
Poison by Prescription”), 
Michael Callen (“Surviving 
AIDS”), and L. Montagnier 
(the discoverer of HIV) who 
no longer believes HIV is the 
sole cause of AIDS. It’s not 
v piy intention here to provide 
full coverage of the confer¬ 
ence. Instead, I want to share 
what I personally gathered 
from the experience and how 
it connects to the efforts of 
those who are pursuing alter¬ 
native AIDS approaches. 

Learning Curve 

I learned three important 
things from this conference: 

1. Science will not save us. 
In listening to all the medical 
and scientific debate, I caught 
a valuable glimpse of the 
workings of the mind-set of 
western science. It appeared 
to be one tiny fragment of the 
mind run amok — one rigid, 
male-dominated, theoretical, 
separatist, arrogant, ego- 
bound mind-set completely 
carried away with itself and 
estranged from the reality of 
AIDS. AIDS, a human dilem¬ 
ma, in the cogs of this analyt¬ 
ical machine becomes a mat¬ 
ter of charts, numbers, cohort 
studies and statistics. (I’m not 
anti-science. But I feel what 
we have now, for the most 
part, is not true science.) 

2. The cures for AIDS are 
here now. But they exist out¬ 
side the system. The audience 


at the conference knew as 
much about AIDS as the 
speakers and panelists. Most 
everyone that stepped up to 
the microphone to make a 
comment seemed to embody 
a whole world of direct 
knowledge and experience 
based on their involvement 
with AIDS. Each of us holds 
a piece of the puzzle. Every 
individual that is working this 
problem out for himself 
provides another missing link 
in our understanding, another 
part of the cure. When this 
picture is assembled from the 
ground up, from the individu¬ 
al to the mass level, we have 
a clear picture of a global res¬ 
olution of the problem. 

3. Networking is power. 
Networking is bridge-making, 
a means to link up individual 
experience and information 
with the larger picture — the 
totality of human experience 
and knowledge. It is also how 
we overcome isolation; we 
see the strength in numbers 
and know we’re not alone. 

★ ★ ★ 

An intense drama is being 
enacted on the world stage 
right now. A life and death 
drama. We’re at the juncture 
between light and dark, be¬ 
tween the past and the future. 
Survival is not the only issue; 
it’s how we use each life and 
death crisis to discover and 
demonstrate the power of 
who we really are at our core. 
AIDS is part of a global crisis 
in consciousness, an identity 
crisis. 



As part of this drama, a 
unified movement of “stuff’ 
arises from our collective con¬ 
sciousness in order to be com¬ 
pleted and released — all of 
what’s dying in us that chains 
us to the past — the denial of 
self, the fear, and the pain. 
This completion is part of our 
collective , healing process. 

There is also a parallel in¬ 
dividual awakening in direct 
response to crisis as new 
'seeds of life struggle for ex¬ 
pression. There is a new com¬ 
passion, an awakening of the

P erformance artist 
Tim Miller wastes no 
time displaying why 
he has become one of 
the infamous NEA four. Bare¬ 
ly five minutes into his new 
one-man show, Sex/Love/Sto¬ 
ries, currently playing at 
Josie’s Cabaret, Miller is 
prancing about the stage 
wearing nothing but his 
sneakers, chattering about 
election day 1992 and the 12 
evil Bush/Reagan years that 
preceded it. As Miller glories 
in the dawn of a new political 
era, he celebrates by having 
wild sex on the rocks of a 
Southern California gay nude 
beach, glorying in the splash 
of spunk and sea spray. This 
is what Miller does best: 
blending sex and politics into 
sentient performance. 

If all it takes to make a 
hero in this day and age is a 
slap in the face from the righ¬ 
teous right hand of the gov¬ 
erning body, then Tim Miller 
certainly qualifies. But now 
that the light is shining more 
brightly on Miller, more hero¬ 
ically even, does the artist ac¬ 
tually deliver the goods? The 
news is gratifying — he does. 

Wake Up Call 

Culled from the best bits 
of past performance works 
and embellished with new 
material, Sex/Love/Stories is 
an autobiographical journey 
through Millers awakening 
as a gay man, a sexual being, 
and a political activist. With a 
minimum of lighting effects 
and an even more minimal 
wardrobe, Miller commands 
the stage with ferocious 
charm and a masterful way 
with his sometimes self-indul¬ 


gent, always entertaining 
monologues. 

From election day on the 
beach, Miller segues into the 
story of his life in 1978, hitch¬ 
hiking to San Francisco at 
age 19. With visions of Har¬ 
vey Milk and the possibility 
of a perfect society dancing in 
his head, Miller tells of San 
Francisco at its best — meet¬ 
ing a Joyce-reading college 
student at the Land’s End 
nude beach — and at its worst 
— inadvertently hooking up 
with Marin moonies. What 
emerges from these early sto¬ 
ries is Miller’s quest for the

ideal, a perfect existence 
that’s not quite there. 

Upon learning of the Milk 
and Moscone assassinations, 
Miller flees to New York in 
search of his utopia. A hilari¬ 
ous barrage of boyfriends and 
apartments follows, but no 
ideal is found. 

Disillusioned but not 
dispirited, Miller returns to 
California. If the ideal is not 
to be found simply by looking 
for it, perhaps it can be creat¬ 
ed. The scene is the L.A. 
County Hospital. Center stage 
is an ACT UP demonstration 
demanding an AIDS ward at 
the hospital. Miller recreates 
the performance piece he 
originated at this demonstra¬ 
tion. He even pokes fun at 
meaningless, overdone perfor¬ 
mance art. But the point is 
that his art is not meaningless 
anymore. He has a mission, in 
his words, “to make art use-

ful, to heal the sick, to foster 
communication and to save 
the world.” 


Uncivil Acts 

The scene changes again 
for the finale entitled “Civil 
Disobedience Weekend.” 
Miller paints for us a prison 
cell inhabited by 24 “fag 
artists” arrested at an NEA 
protest at L.A.’s Federal 
Building. Being the creative 
souls they are, the artists 
come together (literally) in a 
massive orgy. Miller finds his 
utopia at last. When he 
emerges from his prison cell, 
the world is that perfect place 
he always knew was out 
there. There is no George 


Bush, no N.E.A., no Jesse 
Helms (“Helms has come out 
as a gay man. No! Anything 
but that,” Miller wails). It’s a 
fantasy, but it is the perfect 
stopping point for Miller’s 
odyssey. 

The scrutiny brought on 
by the N.E.A. flap reveals a 
courageous, appealingly as¬ 
tringent, surprisingly sweet 
artist who has a tale to tell 
and a message he believes in. 
Tim Miller may not be the vi¬ 
sionary who will lead us 
through the gates of his envi¬ 
sioned Shangri-la, but his 
ironic, self-aware perception 
may help point us in the right 
direction. ▼

Just Part of the Entertainment Process 


by Daniel Mangin 

In order to create a motion 
picture, you’ve got to create 
conflict. In order to create 
conflict, you’ve got to create 
good and evil. OK, so if a ho¬ 
mosexual is portrayed as a 
killer — hey, that’s just part of 
the entertainment process. - 
producer Howard Rosenman, 
chatting poolside in “Homo¬ 
phobia in Hollywood” 


I t is another irony of our 
topsy-turvy world that 
the gentleman quoted 
above is among those 
lending their talents to the pro¬ 
posed film version of The 
Celluloid Closet, Vito Russo’s 
ground-breaking book on les¬ 
bian and gay representation 
in the cinema. Russo made a 
career — a crusade — out of 
demonstrating how treacher¬ 
ous a phrase like “just part of 
the entertainment process” 
could be when it came to our 
depiction on the screen. 

But wait, the plot thickens. 
Howard Rosenman is credit¬ 
ed with twisting arms at HBO 
to get the Academy Award¬ 
winning documentary Com¬ 
mon Threads: Stories of the 
Quilt made. So he has to be 
a friend, right? Bien sur, al¬ 
though some may have trou¬ 
ble forgiving his role as pro¬ 


ducer of the remake of Fa¬ 
ther of the Bride, which fea¬ 
tured a gratuitously faggy — 
not to mention completely un¬ 
original — portrayal of the 
wedding coordinator by Mar¬ 
tin Short. 

(Here is another splash of 
irony: Leo G. Carroll played 
the coordinator in the 1950 
version of Father, made 
when the Hollywood Code 
prohibited even the hint of 
homosexuality. Carroll’s coor¬ 
dinator is just as fussy as 
Short’s, but the former con-

veys this through character 
while the latter’s performance 
is all caricature.) 

My purpose here isn’t to 
pick on Mr. Rosenman. Is he 
a good guy or a bad guy? Ask 
his mother. Or his lover (the 
plot thickens further). If his 
opinions and actions prove 
anything at all, it is just how 
ambiguous matters can get 
when it comes to improving 
Hollywood’s take on our 
lives. And how problematic 
the strategy of seeking out 
“villains” can be. 

More Than Entertainment 

As Russo documented so 
well, though, films are always 
more than mere entertain¬ 
ment. They may be “com¬ 
merce” to the producer, as 
Rosenman declares in his 
Out (the British gay TV 
show) interview, but they rep¬ 
resent and influence the mass 
fantasy as well. 

Russo was the first to cata¬ 
log the mass fantasy as it re¬ 
lated to gay and lesbians, and 
he made this discovery: “The 
fear of homosexuality is of¬ 
ten found in movies more 
than homosexuality itself.” 
Which means that many if 
not most visions of us in 
mainstream films are not real¬ 
ly about us at all, but about 
what heterosexual America is 
afraid it might become. (The 
phenomenon is circular. Peo¬ 
ple are afraid of gays in part 
because of what they have 
seen on the screen over the 
decades: a lopsided bevy of 
homicidal maniacs and woe¬ 
begone misfits.) 

More desperately than 
many other peoples, Ameri¬ 
cans need to know exactly 
where they stand. (This is 
something Europeans and 
others find so amusing about 
us.) We loathe complex situa¬ 
tions (which is why Ross Per¬ 
ot did so well in the past elec¬ 
tion) and hate shades of gray 
or more than one answer to a 
question. Nowhere is this 
more true than as regards 
gender and sexuality. 

Our films have mirrored 
this since the early silent era,

when role-reversal comedies 
were a staple. The moral was 
always the same: conform to 
the rules governing your gen¬ 
der or you will pay. The 
guidelines were specific: 
when Fatty Arbuckle dons a 
woman’s bathing suit in Fatty 
at Coney Island (1917) and 
pops into the men’s shower 
room, the breakdown of deco¬ 
rum is cause for a stampede. 

One gent escorts Fatty out 
of the room and points back 
and forth emphatically be¬ 
tween the signs for the men’s 
and women’s rooms. When 
Fatty is later found to be im¬ 
personating a woman, vio¬ 
lence ensues, perpetrated by a 
man who was trying to se¬ 
duce Fatty. The moral here: 
bash the transgressor. 


'Just' a Gag 

“It’s just a gag,” you say? 
Of course, but as both Mack

Sennett (Arbuckle’s comedy 
mentor) and Sigmund Freud 
knew, there is truth in jest — 
and a ton of reinforcement as 
well. In Coney Island the 
comedic tension results in 
part from the audience’s 
knowledge that if Fatty really 
does fool the guy, they will 
end up in a homosexual situ¬ 
ation. 

The gag still works. Eddie 
Murphy gets a cheap laugh in 
1992’s The Distinguished 
Gentleman when he momen¬ 
tarily thinks the Senate chair¬ 
man is “going homo” on him. 
Director Jonathan Lynn takes 
a good minute or so setting 
up the bit, in which Eddie’s 
solution is the same as in 
Coney Island: “ ’Cause if you 
are,” says Murphy, “I’m going 
to have to whup you.” 

The whoops of approval 
from a mixed audience last 
week at the Royal Theatre 
for Murphy’s (by his ’80s stan¬ 
dards mild) homophobic set¬ 
up reminded me how potent 
(even in supposedly gay San 
Francisco) the fear of homo¬ 
sexuality remains. From my 
perspective and probably 
yours, the fear may be irra¬ 
tional, but it’s there and it’s 
real. 

The question is, what do 
we as lesbians and gay men 
do about it? Do we sit back 
and agree that this is just part 
of the American psyche, that 
film is a business and we 
can’t expect producers to stop 
appealing (or pandering) to 
audience prejudices, that ho¬ 
mophobia is “just part of the 
entertainment process”? Or 
do we take Russo’s cue and 
attempt to interject ourselves 
into our culture’s discussion 
of us, to use whatever lever¬ 
age we can muster to con¬ 
front the irrational fear? 

Late in his life, Russo be¬ 
came an AIDS activist. He 
saw a direct connection be¬ 
tween media depictions of 
gays and lesbians and the in¬ 
different response in the Unit¬ 
ed States to AIDS. Gay men 
(Continued on next page) 
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on the public mind regarding 
homosexuals. 

Films are, of course, only 
one part of the cultural dia¬ 
logue about us — mainstream 
psychology and religion are 
obviously major forces (which 
in turn influence the mass cin¬ 
ema). But movies are major 
teaching tools, and we must 
avail ourselves of every ap¬ 
propriate opportunity to pro¬ 
ject our reality onto the 
screen. That culture is a dia¬ 
logue by definition means we 
are allowed to participate —- 
and Russo’s research makes 
clear that we have a lot of 
ground to make up.

died because of those images, 
just as clearly as those images 
contribute to (though are not, 
to be sure, the sole cause of) 
deaths and injuries at the 
hands of gay bashers. 

For Russo, a recurring 
phrase in newscasts and print 


articles reflected the country’s 
attitude during the first five 
or six years of the crisis: 
“There is no cause for alarm 
because AIDS is not breaking 
out into the general popula¬ 
tion.” 

“Am I not part of the gen¬ 


eral population?” Russo 
queries in Common Threads. 
The answer, unfortunately, 
was no. Why would the coun¬ 
try care about members of a 
group consistently portrayed 
as immoral, depraved, and a 
threat to society? 


Russo’s dream (first ex¬ 
pressed in the late-1970s) for a 
film of The Celluloid Closet 
may finally come to fruition. 
The documentary and its at¬ 
tendant publicity will drive 
home vividly the control 
movie imagery has exerted

Book Brief 


Exquisite Skewering 

Looking for Genet: Literary Essays and Reviews 
by Alfred Chester with Edward Field, editor; Black Sparrow, 
$12.50 

Alfred Chester was a brilliant writer, who was devoted to lan¬ 
guage and believed utterly in its power. This collection of his 
longer reviews of works by William Burroughs, John Updike, 
and J.D. Salinger, among others, and of various essays, including 
a hilarious account of a battle with Time Magazine, is astonish¬ 
ing. 

His writing is so direct, so clear, so scathing, that I wonder 
how some of his subjects survived to write again. Consider his 
thoughts on William Burroughs: “Though he reminds me of oth¬ 
er writers, he falls short by comparison. In his tireless and tire- 
somely intellectual use of obscenities and in his shrieks of out¬ 
rage, he is like an adolescent Henry Miller. In his savage political 
parodies, he is like a naive George Orwell. In his brutal sexual 
fantasies, he is like a timid Marquis de Sade. In his overpower¬ 
ing belief that the mention of petroleum jelly, baboons’ behinds, 
and contraceptives will infallibly provoke laughter, no matter 
how many hundreds of times repeated, he is like a senile Joey 
Hirsch, the boy next door to me when I was ten.” 

John Rechy fares little better in Chester’s review of City of 
Night. “This is the worst confection yet devised by the master¬ 
minds” at Grove Press, he thunders. When Rechy’s narrator 
wonders why a handsome man has to pay for sex when he 
“could obviously make it easily... in any of the bars,” Chester has 
the answer: “The reason why is soon made clear to the reader, 
but not to the narrator, and certainly not to the author who is al¬ 
ways so busy writing that he is the last one to know what his 
characters are like. The man has to pay because he is so boring 
that no one in his right mind would spend more than five min¬ 
utes talking to him gratis.” 

Looking for Genet is a wonderful collection, to be read with 
pleasure by anyone who loves to see language put to exquisite 
use. Edward Field has done a grand job of rescuing an impor¬ 
tant gay voice from oblivion.

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'Man Bites Dog'Lacks Teeth 


As Tenacious 
As A Toy Poodle

A loquacious serial 
killer commits indis¬ 
criminate murder 
and dispenses idiot 
philosophy under the constant 
gaze of a camera crew in the 
Belgian film Man Bites Dog. 
Shot in a faux verite style, 
this “mock documentary” pur¬ 
ports to be outrageous satire 
— its press materials suggest 
that it is a combination of 
This Is Spinal Tap and Hen¬ 
ry: Portrait of a Serial Killer 
— designed to alert us to the 
dangers of reality television 
programming. 

Man Bites Dog opens with 
the homicidal Ben (Benoit 
Poelvoorde, who also co¬ 
wrote and co-produced) gar- 
roting a woman on a train, 
followed shortly thereafter by 
his deadpan explanation of 
the “ballast ratio” — the 
amount of weight necessary 
to keep a corpse under water 
(it’s different for men, wom¬ 
en, children, midgets, and old 


folks, don’t you know). Sever¬ 
al murders ensue, punctuated 
by bad poetry, visits with 
Ben’s family and friends, and 
interaction with the supposed 
documentarians, who become 
so charmed by the killer that 
they wind up abetting him. 

Break every taboo — moral 
and social — is the goal here, 
but the mayhem is so forced 
that it neither upsets nor 
amuses. Nor does it lead to 
any particularly insight into 
media imagery. 

Bad writing and bad acting 
undo Man Bites Dog. Our 
man Ben is supposed, to be se¬ 
ductively evil, perhaps like 
the John Malkovich character 
in Dangerous Liaisons or 
the criminal types for whom 
Hitchcock elicits audience 
complicity. As played by 
Poelvoorde, the serial killer is 
merely obnoxious. It is no 
consolation that this is inten¬ 
tional — one only wonders all 
the more why that crew 
traipsing about with him (a 
tired conceit in any case) finds

him so captivating. 

Spinal Tap worked as a 
fake “rockumentary” because 
the comedy was snappy and 
the scenario just plausible 
enough to make viewers occa¬ 
sionally forget that the band 
wasn’t real. At its most effec¬ 


tive, Henry: Portrait of a Se¬ 
rial Killer made one believe 
one was witnessing, if not a 
serial killer in action, at least 
the evocation of the psyche 
and soul of such a person. 
The toothless Man Bites Dogs 
is so obvious it never lures 
one in. 

Maybe I’ve become too jad¬ 
ed by the recent spate of self- 
conscious pictures about vio¬ 
lent low-lifes — Reservoir 


Dogs, The Bad Lieutenant, et 
al. — but I found Man Bites 
Dog. about as tenacious as a 
toy poodle. It does, however, 
make one realize what a 
trapeze act creating satire is: 
you’re either perfect or you’re 
dead. ▼

Wrangler's Valentine

B etween the flatulence 
of the man on my left 
and The Valentine 
Touch flailing about 
on stage, last Friday was an 
odoriferous night in Concord. 
What can you say about a 
failed musical that features a 
book by former porn star Jack 
Wrangler except, “No thanks, 
Jack. I’d prefer Raunch 
Ranch any day.” 

The biggest question sur¬ 
rounding The Valentine 
Touch is simply why? Why 
turn an obscure O. Henry sto¬ 
ry like “A Retrieved Refor¬ 
mation” into a turn-of-the-cen- 
tury chamber musical in the 
first place? We’ve seen it all 
before, and it’s tired. There is 
nothing new here; no musical 
history has been made. Aside 
from a few winning perfor¬ 
mances, a workmanlike score 
by Hal Hackady (lyrics) and 
Bob Haber (music) and an oc¬ 
casional guffaw, The Valen¬ 
tine Touch is so slight and so 
geared toward pleasing the 
Cats and Nunsense crowd 
that there is absolutely noth¬ 
ing interesting about it. 

Chronic Anemia 

The plot of Valentine is 
an anemic rip-off of what has 
already been brilliantly musi- 
calized in Meredith Wilson’s 
The Music Man. Jimmy 
Valentine, fresh from two 
years in prison, can’t find the 
loot he stashed in a chande¬ 
lier, so he follows the chande¬ 
lier’s trail to Willow Run, Ida¬ 
ho, where he stirs fliings up 
as only a big city schmuck in 
a small town can. He woos 
the banker’s daughter, cracks 
the banker’s safe, has a sud¬ 
den burst of morals when he 
discovers how good-hearted 
the kind folk of Willow Run 
really are and puts the money 
back. He gets the girl and 
leads everyone else in this 
eight-character muddle into 
the loving arms of their 
didn’t-we-know-it-all-along 
lovers. Like the man sitting at 
the end of my row, you can 


doze all the way through it 
and still say you’ve seen it. 

On a community theater 
level, Valentine is a sweet 
frivolity with earnest perfor¬ 
mances and a valiant attempt 
at sets and costumes. On a 
musical theater level, it is 
sub-standard and amateurish. 
It’s hard to believe that direc¬ 



tor Neal Kenyon is an experi¬ 
enced Broadway director 
based on the grunting, groan¬ 
ing, labored production he of¬ 
fers up. 

What does succeed in this 
production are the perfor¬ 
mances by up-and-coming 
Bay Area actors Beth 
Wilmurt as Ellen Longstreth, 
the small town banker’s 
daughter and Loren Nord- 
lund as John Chase, Ellen’s 
small town suitor. Free of 
pretension and, unlike every¬ 
one else involved in this pro¬ 
duction, fully in the spirit of 
the play’s style and period, 
Wilmurt and Nordlund ener¬ 
gize the stage with real vocal 
talent. 

Funny Valentine 

In a cast of no-character fa¬ 
cades, it is up to the actors to 
imbue their roles with some- 
thinginteresting— anything at 
all. It helps in a musical to 
have a competent singing 
voice. And while most of the 
cast possess the latter, this, 
unfortunately, cannot be said 
for lead Bryan Torfeh as Jim¬ 
my Valentine. Performing in 
ten of the 19 musical num¬ 
bers, Torfeh’s one note be¬ 
comes rather tiresome. The 
Valentine Touch might actu¬ 
ally turn into something with 
a competent leading man. 
Perhaps when it starts tour¬ 



ing the country’s finer senior 
citizens homes. 

Finally, we come to Wran¬ 
gler and that most elusive of 
musical theater components: 
the book. Now even in the 
best of musicals the book can 
give problems. But when the 
music is good or a perfor¬ 
mance takes off, you don’t no¬ 
tice the book nearly as much. 
In Valentine, you notice the 
book a lot. Suffice it to say 
that light, warm-hearted mu¬ 
sical comedy is not, as 
evinced by this offering any¬ 
way, Wrangler’s forte. 

The coda for the evening 
is a line Wrangler must have 
thrown in for his multitude of 
gay fans, a line that surely 
went misunderstood in Con¬ 
cord. Disguised as an Annie 
Oakley-type, the character Lil 
bursts into one scene with a 
hearty, “Hello! Hello, village 
people!” 

If ever a show needed 
camp, it’s The Valentine 
Touch, and if ever a faded 
porn star needed to consider 
yet another career change, it’s 
Jack Wrangler. ▼

Separation Anxiety 


by Jerry Metzker 


J ohn Guare’s Six Degrees 
of Separation, currently at 
the Curran on its national 
tour, typifies all that is 
right and wrong with the 
state of arts and entertainment 
in this country. 

The play itself is terrific. 
Claiming to be the son of Sid¬ 
ney Poitier and school chum 
of their children, a young 
black man who calls himself 
Paul interferes in the private 
lives of art dealer Flan Kit- 
tredge and his wife Ouisa. 
Paul enters their apartment 
unexpectedly, explaining that 
he planned to meet his father 
in the morning but he was 
just mugged, lost all his mon¬ 
ey and credit cards, and has 
nowhere to go. The Kit- 
tredges insist that he spend 
the night, and he does, sneak¬ 
ing a male hustler in while 


they sleep, but not out before 
they wake. 

Remarkably, the Kit- 
tredges are more upset by the 
potential danger of the hus¬ 
tler than the homosexuality of 
their house guest, but with 
their world so infiltrated, 
Ouisa, Flan and their friends 
begin a search to uncover the 
true identity of this remark¬ 
able, if threatening, young 
man. 

Strange Affect 

Guare’s play is fast-paced, 
funny and perplexing. Every¬ 
thing is a target — from char¬ 
ity roller-skating to apartheid 
to the New York Times 
crossword to Cats. No one es¬ 
pouses artificial family values 
here as the children berate 
their parents for stupidity 
while simultaneously assisting 
them in solving the mystery. 
Of the characters, only Ouisa 
seems to understand that

Paul has affected them, but 
try as she may she cannot 
fathom how. 

Basically, this is a lot of 
material for a Broadway play, 
but part of this production’s 
qualified success results from 
Jerry Zaks’ direction. Neither 
an imaginative or particularly 
sensitive director, Zaks relies 
on a hip understanding of his 
audience’s desire for a slick, 
uncomplicated production. 

At times the rapid pace be¬ 
comes a nearly incomprehen¬ 
sible rush. On opening night, 
it took the actors a good 20 
minutes to get their pacing 
down and attend to the dra¬ 
ma. 



But where the play folds 
and unfolds within itself and 
the characters speak in a cir¬ 
cular fashion, Zaks’ places his 
action in a straight line across 


the front of the stage, diluting 
the power of the more 
poignant moments. Then 
there is the problem of his 
leading lady. 

That Girl 

Mario Thomas has long 
been a champion of gays and 
lesbians, so to speak disparag¬ 
ingly of her acting feels dis¬ 
loyal. However, for all her ef¬ 
forts, Thomas as Ouisa relies 
entirely on her face to carry 
the character. She moves as 
uncomfortably onstage as she 
looks in her costumes. Her 
only effective moments occur 
when she sits to chat directly 
with the audience. 

Ntare Mwine’s perfor¬ 
mance of the enigmatic Paul 
lacks the charm and elegance 
required to pull off his contin¬ 
ually changing charade. In¬ 
stead, Mwine relies on an 
overabundance of sincerity 
which too quickly becomes 
annoying. Even veteran John 
Cunningham, who received 
critical praise for playing Flan 
on Broadway, pushes too hard, 
looking almost embarrassed to 
be in this production. 

But Zak’s direction epito¬ 
mizes the unwritten Broad¬ 
way rule — make it light, os¬ 
tentatious and fun. Disguise 
the art with entertainment so 
the audience doesn’t have to 
think too hard. On this level 
at least, the production suc¬ 
ceeds. And at the same time, 
if one listens carefully and pa¬ 
tiently, John Guare’s strong 
and energetic voice breaks 
through the commotion on¬ 
stage. For this reason alone, 
Six Degrees of Separation is 
worth seeing. ▼

The Melancholy of Departure 

by Alfred DePew;University of Georgia Press, $19.95

O f the things I like 
about writing criti¬ 
cism, and there are 
plenty, the best is 
the possibility of discovery. In 
the normal course of events I 
probably would never have 
found, let alone read, this 
Flannery O’Connor Award¬ 
winning collection of short 
fiction — and I would have 
missed an extraordinarily 
wonderful collection. Alfred 
DePew is a marvelous writer, 
and The Melancholy of De¬ 
parture is one of the best col¬ 
lections of short stories I’ve 
ever read. 

Consider this wonderfully 
apt description of Midwest¬ 
erners, offered by a trans¬ 
planted New Yorker in “Let 
Me Tell You How I Met My 
First Husband, The Clown.” 

In the Midwest, everyone 
looks the same — not like any¬ 
body I knew growing up in 
Manhattan. They look like 
everybody on TV who isn’t 


Jewish or Italian, like they’ve 
got this special farm in Iowa 
maybe to breed them ... like 
[they] sprouted up from the 
earth between two cornstalks 
in a field outside Normal, Illi¬ 
nois. 




Whether it’s Edmond’s 
funny and heart-rending 
monologue about his absent 
Henri (“Void! Henri!”), or an 
amazing trip into dysfunction¬ 
al family land, with a stun¬ 
ning surprise ending (“At 
Home with the Pelletiers”), 
DePew offers intimate and 
breathtaking characteriza¬ 
tions. And, if you’ve ever har¬ 
bored any fears about living 
alone, read “Hurley.” Then 
you won’t be afraid, you’ll be 
terrified. 

DePew’s characters are 
gay and straight and lesbian 
and male and female and par¬ 
ents and children and couples 
and everything. He has a 
unique gift for using just the 
right style, the best voice, to 
capture a pivotal moment in a 
character’s life. The Melan¬ 
choly of Departure is a great 
read. ▼

The Tie That Binds 

Heartlands: A Gay Man's Odyssey Across America 
by Darrell Yates Rist; Dutton, $24

W ell-known gay ac¬ 
tivist and writer 
Darrell Yates Rist 
set out to discover 
what it is that binds gay peo¬ 
ple together, what exactly is 
it that makes a person “gay.” 
His search took him from 
Puerto Rico to Alaska, from 
Hawaii to New England, and 
to scores of places in be¬ 
tween. 

The result is Heartlands: A 
Gay Man’s Odyssey Across 
America, a sprawling, almost 
500-page, deeply personal ac¬ 
count of his wanderings and 
encounters across the country. 
“From the beginning I’d opt¬ 
ed to depend on the unex¬ 
pected, letting men I met in 
one place guide me to men in 
another,” he writes. “I had in¬ 
tended all along to avoid 
meeting men through gay po¬ 
litical and AIDS organizations 
... I wanted to find the silenter 
lives that lay beneath a move¬ 
ment’s pronouncements and 
beyond the media’s unlikely 
images.” 

The lives he uncovered are 
a delightful smorgasbord of 
humanity: cowboys, casino 
workers, alligator trappers, 
Air Force officers, drag 
queens, men who seem to 
have more money than sense, 
men who are deeply commit¬ 
ted to their communities, a 
TV weatherman in the Mid¬ 


west, musicians, men who 
had narrowly escaped castra¬ 
tion as a “cure,” men who 
were coping with AIDS, a 
celibate gay psychic couple. 
The list could go on and on. 



Rather Tiresome 

This is an important book 
in the breaking down of 
stereotypes about gay people, 
in its relentless showing of 
our diversity. I admire the au¬ 
thor’s fortitude in undertak¬ 
ing such a quest, his openness 
to strangers and their often 
quite different ways of life. (I 
also envy his often sleeping 


with the men he met.) But ul¬ 
timately, and most regretful¬ 
ly, I found the book rather 
tiresome. 

One of the reasons is the 
episodic nature inherent in 
such a book. Generally each 
chapter is either a different 
man’s story or the author’s 
experiences in a community. 
Like a volume of short sto¬ 
ries, it is awfully easy to stop 


after one or two. 

However, more of a prob¬ 
lem is the author’s rather pur¬ 
ple prose which links, and 
sets the stage for, the lives of 
the people he encountered. 
For instance, on page 21: “I 
am one elbow on the floor. 
Maps of America fan wide be¬ 
fore me, atlases of possibility 
— the red-, blue-, and gray- 
veined webs of hidden lives. I 


lie with them as I might with 
a man, ecstatic. Geographies 
redraw anatomies upon a 
page: masculine faces, strong 
arms, legs, the tight stateline 
of a stomach, twin Kansas 
Cities’ tangled public tufts. 
Vermont hangs uncut, lubri¬ 
cated by a lake. Uptight New 
Hampshire rubs beside it, 
foreskin crested in Quebec — 
coucher a trois. Through the 
desert of Nevada, a lone red 
road throbs like the artery of 
a lover’s burning thigh.” 

In addition to the lives of 
the individual men, there are 
occasional interesting obser¬ 
vations sprinkled throughout 
the book. Of one of his hosts, 
Rist writes, “Like most of the 
leather ‘tops’ I’ve known, he 
is an articulate opera queen 
who overenunciates. He’s also 
a tolerant, thoughtful human 
being, if a bit dogmatic.” 

The more Rist traveled, 
the more encounters he had, 
the more he began to ques¬ 
tion his presuppositions. Fi¬ 
nally he came to the conclu¬ 
sion that “sexual desire is a 
more greatly amorphous 
thing than I had ever before 
believed, that it will not con¬ 
fine itself neatly among one 
species of sexual being or an¬ 
other, in gay or straight ‘com¬ 
munities.’ I came to see that 
‘gay’ and ‘straight’ are politi¬ 
cal divisions, not natural cat¬ 
egories ... I discovered that 
there is nothing I can say 
about all homosexuals — or 
most homosexuals — that I 
cannot also say about all men 
and women.” 

I admire the idea behind 
Heartlands more than the re¬ 
sulting book itself. But I am 
glad Rist has written it. ▼

Sick and Twisted

Andrea Natalie is sick and twisted — I love that in a cartoonist. 
Her new collection of Stonewall Riots cartoons is a hoot and a 
half. She leaves no sacred cow unskewered as she explores the 
delights of lesbian life: kinky cats, training bras, and a particu¬ 
larly terrifying dyke nightmare in which we learn that “there are 
forced prayers in heaven. And in hell there’s brunch with Ed¬ 
ward Albee. Every day!” Her take on Jesse Helms is great — I 
keep thinking that if we laugh at him enough, he’ll shrivel up 
and go away.

awesome power of the mind, 
the embrace of truer models 
of health and a deeper under¬ 
standing of the roots of dis¬ 
ease. This is the power of the 
individual. 

We are at a crossroad. Ev¬ 
ery individual choice counts. 
Do we align with the old — 
the loss in, among, and 
around us? Or the new life — 
raw, frightening, unpre¬ 
dictable and undefinable? The 
question is crucial because 
through this new alignment 
we find a way to forward 
movement. 


Old Order 

Identifying with the old, 
collapsing order may result in 
increased feelings of power¬ 
lessness, victimization and iso¬ 
lation — more passivity as we 
wait for our “leaders” to fix 
the problem. In this way, we 
continue to be manipulated 
through our fear; we give 
away our power. The more 
afraid we are, the more we 
run to the seeming protection 
of authoritative structures, 
clamoring for tighter control 
and more regulation — a futile 
cry for a return to normalcy 
when none is possible. 

For the AIDS community, 
the consequences of identify¬ 
ing with the old are particu¬ 
larly disastrous: we get lost in 
our loss and compound the 
problem. There is no denying 
the suffering and the death; 
it’s all too real. Accepting our 
loss — what’s passing out of 


existence within and around 
us — is also part of our heal¬ 
ing. But has our whole identi¬ 
ty become wrapped up in this 
loss and our approach to 
AIDS completely defined by 
it? Have we no room left in 
our hearts for cure? We have 
to stop identifying with loss 
in order to call ourselves for¬ 
ward in a new way. 

The system is not set up 
for us to win the AIDS battle. 
It is set up to sustain itself — 
not to cure the individual and 
set him free. It reinforces our 
loss, luring us into its machi¬ 


nations — not only through 
our fear but through our hope 
as well. In this paradigm, 
hope is the flip side of loss, 
another way to hold on to a 
system that is clearly not 
working. 

Dying Well 

One panelist at the confer¬ 
ence stated that the first thing 
gay men learned how to do at 
the hands of this crisis was to 
die well. That statement real¬ 
ly moved me. But it also 
made me ask a cold question; 
has our loss left us with a “dy¬ 


ing/bereavement model” 
which dominates our ap¬ 
proach to AIDS? My concern 
now is in learning how to 
break out of that model, the 
big black hole of AIDS that 
we pour ourselves (and our 
life essence) into. Our losses 
are as much a product of the 
corrupt system as they are of 
the disease itself. The machin¬ 
ery of the system, with its 
er over our minds, grinds up 
lives up on a daily basis. 

To identify with the new is 
to mentally remove ourselves 
from a system that sustains 
illness in order to sustain it¬ 


self (the real money in AIDS 
may be in looking for a cure, 
not finding one). To identify 
with the new is to think for 
yourself, probably the most 
subversive thing you can do. 
We must attach ourselves to 
the life force itself — the new 
power emerging in us which 
contains not only our will to 
live but our basic instinct for 
freedom and autonomy — even 
though we may not know 
where that force will take us. 
To identify with the new is to 
choose self over other, to live 
life on the edge, to let go of 



control and step out into faith. 
It means taking an ethical 
stand in the midst of moral 
bankruptcy, finding your own 
sane voice in the center of lu¬ 
nacy, your own light in the 
heart of darkness. 

Each individual choice 
helps turn the tide. 


Final Chapter 

I see the beginning of the 
end of AIDS right now. This 
is the future I see: 

The collapse of HIV. The 
house of cards that is HIV will 
be blown down when we de¬ 
mand proof that HIV is actu¬ 
ally doing what everyone 
claims. The collapse of HIV 
will bring about the elimina¬ 
tion of AZT — or any other 
form of prescribed death. The 
system keeps spinning out 
stronger and more dangerous 
drugs which, in turn, consume 
more and more of our souls. 
With HIV and AZT eliminat¬ 
ed, we collapse the idea of 
AIDS as a single disease entity 
(the concept of HIV is the only 


thing that gives AIDS any uni¬ 
ty). All this will finally enable 
us to fully embrace a more en¬ 
lightened multi-causal ap¬ 
proach to AIDS and immune 
system breakdown, which eas¬ 
ily gives rise to the idea of a 
multi-solution model. 

There are indeed many 
cures for AIDS. They are here 
now. The cures for AIDS are 
individual. The counter-force 
that is necessary to turn the 
tide suggests a new kind of 
coalition-building. The danger 
is in becoming isolated, 
marginalized. 

We need to bring together 
individuals from four areas of 
human endeavor: science (a 
humane science with a rever¬ 
ence for nature, not a desire to 
control it); art (including the 
healing arts and global 
medicine); the socio-political 
arena (our power to do, our ef¬ 
fectiveness in the world); and 
the pyscho-spiritual movement 
(establishing our oneness with 
life in order to reclaim our na¬ 
tive state of well-being). No 
one component seems to be 
enough. 

We need not fear this col¬ 
lapse we now face. For within 
it, is the spark of rebirth that 
will set our souls free to recre¬ 
ate our world.

S.F. General's Real People 

As Real As It Gets 

by Carol Pogash; Birch Lane Press, $18.95

C onsider “real” in 
Pogash’s title as a col¬ 
lective term in which 
“dreadful grim, pa¬ 
thetic, exasperating,” and 
even “incredible” are active 
components. But so are “hero¬ 
ic, dedicated,” and “compas¬ 
sionate.” Existing in a 
strangely parallel fashion, 
these adjectives are equally 
applicable. The book’s subti¬ 
tle is “The Life of a Hospital 
at the Center of the AIDS 
Epidemic” and this could 
hardly be more accurate. 
Pogash tells the story of San 
Francisco General Hospital 
from the early ’80s to the pre¬ 
sent, and its many efforts on 
behalf of AIDS patients and 
researchers. 

The book opens and closes 
with Jane Doe’s story. Doe is 
an anonymous 24-year-old 
nurse who accidentally 
pricked herself with an infect¬ 
ed needle in 1987 and subse¬ 
quently tested HIV-positive. 
In the spring of ’92, she was 
still gamely working. Inter¬ 
mittently, Pogash returns to 
the nurse’s story, especially to 
illustrate the infuriating 
dilemma created for her by 
the bureaucratic intransigence 
of city officialdom. 

Ongoing Struggle 

Doe’s conflict is fairly rep¬ 
resentative of the ongoing 


struggle, as are others por¬ 
trayed in the book. Dr. 
Michael McGrath’s attempts 
to test Compound Q, the drug 
derived from the root of a 
Chinese cucumber, result in 
battles within and beyond 
S.F. General. And staff physi¬ 
cian, Dr. Paul Volberding, is 
catapulted into being a na¬ 
tional AIDS expert who now 
does as much work in the 
halls of Washington, D.C as 
he does here. 

But the person receiving 
the lion’s share of the spot¬ 
light is Dr. Lorraine Day, 
who — depending on how you 
view her actions —■ is either a 
doughty fighter for patient 
disclosure and care-giver pro¬ 
tection, or a semi-disguised 
homophobe who doesn’t give 
a damn about civil rights. 
Pogash doesn’t incline either 
way, balancing Day’s fulmina- 
tions at gay male promiscuity 
with exact quotations of this 
orthopedic surgeon’s wacky 
analogies. 

But it is not just the big 
guns who get the attention. 
J.B. Molaghan and Gary Carr, 
who run Ward 86, the most 
famous of the AIDS care 
sites, are admiringly present¬ 
ed. In a chapter that is both 
humorous and bitter, “Brown¬ 
ie Mary” Rathbun is limned 
as a tough, yet compassionate 
lady. 


Numerous patients appear, 
but their parts are seldom 
more than bits, off which the 
major actors play. They are 
used to illustrate the many as¬ 
pects with which the care 
givers must cope in order to 
accomplish their mission. 
These sketchy treatments 
show Pogash’s wise avoid¬ 
ance of old-style sob-sister 
stuff. It’s also possible that the 
patients are not presented in 
depth because the author 
wants to maintain her prima¬ 
ry focus on patient care and 
research personnel. 

At any rate, Pogash avoids 
the glaring error Randy Shilts 
made in And the Band 
Played On; there is no Pa¬ 
tient Zero standing in for gay 
men generally. Shilts, howev¬ 
er, contributes a foreword 
here, in the form of a compre¬ 
hensive, appreciative essay. 
As Real As It Gets is de¬ 
signed and executed as a 
complete, clear, informative 
tribute, one that deserves a 
wide readership. ▼

The Doctors Book of Home Remedies

Bantam/Doubleday, $6.99

A nyone who likes en¬ 
cyclopedic-type refer¬ 
ence books or is curi¬ 
ous about home 
remedies (whether herbal, 
medical, or just plain com¬ 
mon sense) will have a lot of 
fun with The Doctors Book 
of Home Remedies. Perhaps 
some of you out there are fa¬ 
miliar with Prevention Mag¬ 
azine. It’s been around for a 
long time. In fact, I sub¬ 
scribed to this publication 
when I still lived on the East 
Coast — at least 15 years ago. 
Its pages were always filled 
with “alternative” information 
on health and wellness, a pre¬ 
cursor to the health food/new 
age/alternative therapies era. 
And now the people at Pre¬ 
vention are publishing books 
as well, including a book 
about allergy therapies which 
I’m told is excellent. 



I received the Home 
Remedies book as a Christ¬ 
mas gift, and I’ve been having 
fun with it ever since. Initial¬ 
ly, I amused myself by brows¬ 
ing through it to see how 
many of my favorite remedies 
had been included in this vol¬ 
ume. Before long I became 
aware of a lot of little tidbits 
that were news to me. This 
book is quite a find — you will 
discover useful and amusing 
information starting with 
Acne and Asthma and contin¬ 
uing all the way to Wrinkles 


and Yeast Infections. 

If, for example, you have a 
problem with motion sick¬ 
ness, you will find five pages 
of potential remedies, includ¬ 
ing ginger root, olives and 
lemons, coke syrup, and bio¬ 
feedback therapy. Explana¬ 
tions of the various research 
involved and why a particular 
remedy is believed to work 
are supplied. Experts include 
doctors, medical specialists, 
academics, nutritionists, and 
“alternative” practitioners 
such as acupuncturists and 
herbalists. 


Smoking and Snoring 

Here are some interesting 
facts about snoring Did you 
know, for instance, that most 
snorers tend to be middle- 
aged, overweight men and 
that snoring is frequently re¬ 
lated to being overweight? 
Losing weight is, therefore, a 
successful treatment for mod¬ 
erate snorers, as it lessens and 
at times completely elimi¬ 
nates the problem. Sedatives 
and alcohol make snoring 
worse, as do cigarettes. In 
fact, researchers report that 
smokers tend to be snorers. 
On the more serious side, 
snoring is often a sign of 
sleep apnea, meaning that a 
person actually ceases to 
breath during intervals 
throughout the night. This 
problem should be treated by 
a doctor. 

Those of you plagued by 
phobias and fears will be in¬ 
terested in Dr. Levinson of 
Great Neck, New York, a psy¬ 
chiatrist, a neurologist special¬ 
izing in inner-ear disorders, 
and a co-author of the book 
Phobia Free. He believes 
that 90 percent of all phobic 
behavior is a result of a mal¬ 
function of the inner ear and 
has thousands of success sto¬ 
ries to support his theory. 

Even pets’ problems are ad¬ 
dressed in this book, in¬ 
cluding the universal problem 
of fleas. Apparently Avon’s 
bath oil “Skin-So-Soft” has 
been shown by researchers to 
be an effective flea repellent. 

This and much more 
awaits all you information 
and trivia nuts. The Doctors 
Book of Home Remedies 
provides hours of fun in addi¬ 
tion to some very helpful ref¬ 
erence material. ▼
